INTERESTING LETTER FROM 
ABROAD 


Madrid, Spain, Nov. o, 1908. 
Dear Friends at Home: 

Of the pleasures — and drawbacks— 
of the nine days' ocean voyage to Gib- 
ralter you have all doubtless learned. 
We passed Fayal and San Jlorgo (The 
Azores) the sixth day — all shrouded 
In mist — but very picturesque. We 
passed near enough Villa des Val- 
ias to see the Spanish and Moorosque 
buildings, and to drop the mall for 
V. S. A., and as a Portuguese steam- 
ship was lying at anchor we may hope 
It will reach New York via Lisbon 
and Southampton a few days after 
that mailed at Olbralter. The rainy 
season Is a month late, so we have 
come Into the midst of It — and Gib- 
ralter was showery — warm. We were 
glad to tread terra Rrma again, so we 
walked through the case mates and 
town gates, and up the narrow main 
street, among a gabbling crowd of 
Spanish, English, French and Portu- 
guese, with a plentiful show of taci- 
turn. bare-footed Arabs end Turks, in 
stagey-looking garments, turban and 
fez — also donkeys laden with every 
conceivable thing, but never too heav- 
ily to prevent the addition of a lazy, 
fat. dirty man, or perhaps two boys, 
one facing the donkey’s tall, near 
which dangled a pan scale for weigh- 
ing fruit or green stuff. 

As American citizens we are not 
eligible to enter the fortlflcallons. and 
the rains prevented our driving about 
much, or going over to Tanglera until 
our return the last of this month, en 
route for Naples. Africa would be 
far from charming without sunshine. 

I watched much of the night, the 
ships bells and bugle calls from the 
gunboats In the Mole preventing con- 
tinuous sleep — and at 8 A. M. — eight 
bells — every bugle band in town and 
on ship played Its own national air — 
chiefly the “God Save the King” and 
“La Marseilalse,” though our one gun- 
boat saluted the morning with “Col- 
umbia the Gem of the Ocean.” I 
thought I should never get dressed, 
between repaclng my trunks and 
hanging out my window to watch the 
gardener and the birds in a beautiful 
garden under my window, and the 
donkey men and Tommy Atkins every- 
where. The mounted soldiers looked 
so absurd in large waterproof coats 
which spread over their horses’ flanks. 
The privates were thin and erect, and 
stepped off in a brisk military manner. 
The shops were very seductive, the 
whole scene reminding us of Coney | 
and Atlantic City board-walk. ^ 

From Gibralter, In a small dampher 
steamboat across to Algeclras. where 
we struck Spanish frontier and cus- 
toms officers, to the train for the In- 
land towns, was all a very exciting 
trip. We mounted steadily up, up 
Into Loo Sierras Ronda, and spent 
the night at a perfectly new and ele- 
gant Hotel de Relna Victoria at Ron- 
da. It Is perched on the edge of the 
abrupt cliff, and from the battlements 
of the beautiful garden courtyard we 
looked over a sheer cliff of four hun- 
dred yards, down Into the chasm 
which cleaves the old Moorish town. 
The green valley below was full of 
olive and orange vineyards and the 
scattered haslendas looked like toy 
or block houses. 1 am living now in 
a country of Marcus Waterman 
houses, many of them painted vivid 
pink or blue, with palm and cactus 
everywhere. 

It still showered, though It lifted at 
times for a few minutes. As we rose 
slowly up the borders of the Gua-dal- 
lee-veer, as they pronounce It, through 
miles of olive and cork trees, and 
cords of bales of cork awaiting trans- 
portation. The trees are denuded of 
their bark, but do not die, but begin 
at once to grow a new coat, which

wine merchant of Malaga, gave 
much Information, and advised many 
pleasant things. 

Seville — fair Sevillla— was reached 
before dark, and charmed us at once. 
Quaint, lovely, and rainy at night, but 
clearing through the days, all but our 
list one there. The hotels, 
noisy public square, were almost 
empty, and we got much attention 

om an English-speaking clerk and a 
French Concierge, who kindly assist- 
ed US In all our plans. The great 
magnificent Cathedral was my chief 
delight. 1 attended High Mass two 
mornings at nine-thirty, when the 
great organ was so thrilling, and the 
chanting so monotonous. Then I 
earned at will over the vast spaces, 
aw many paintings, wood carved re- 
edoa; the great sliver sarcophagus 
of Don Fernando; the mighty relics 
of Mooresque architecture; In fact, I 
eturned there several times, though 
1 also devoted much time to the col- 
lections of pictures by Murillo and 
Turbaran, whose school the young 
Murillo was too poor to enter! La 
Carldad, the chapel of the great Chari- 
ly Hospital, Is a perfect jewel box 
of gems of art. — among them the lit- 
tle St. John the Baptist, with his 
amb, “Ecce Agnus.” I could write 
and talk for hours of the beauties of 
harming Seville, centering In the Ca- 
bedral, covered by Its Mooresque tow- 
er, La Glralda, of which we have the 
fine copy In the tower of the .Madison 
Square Garden, New York City; of the 
pictures, the shops, the drives, the 
ides In tiny electric trams, the sub- 
urb Flrasta and the numerous squares, 
with churches everywhere, and 
swarms of people who seemed busy — 
few loafers and beggars, and no drunk- 
ards. How I bated to leave it, but 
eel amply repaid already by a unique 
experience, en route to Madrid, by the 
•train de luxe and wagons lits” or 
sleeper cars. VVe left Seville In a 
remendouB thunder shower at about 
8 P. M. and at eleven, at Cordota, the 
Jrlnce Rupert of Bayern and his suite 
came aboard — amid much confusion 
and* gibberish. The loud, high tones 
may have been peaceable, but they 
sounded as though the quarrel would 
come to sword-play. When we learned 
by our smattering of Spanish that 
some of the cabins In the “wagon

after having tipped the Interpreter 
and the fresh conductor. A very 
rainy cold night and a hard trip, but 
a gladsome arrival in Madrid at 9 
A. M., when I saw four or flve double 
platoons of soldiers drawn up In line, 
and the young King, who had come 
to meet his brother-in-law, reviewed 
them, to the music of God Save the 
King (America) passing twice within 
six feet of me — a right royal welcome, 
to — the visiting Prince — if not Intend- 
ed for the three Americans. 

If Seville Is the Tarshish of Bible 
times, Madrid Is certainly and charm- 
ingly like Paris! The great hotels are 
ound this Plaza — Puerta del Sol! — 
nd the proprietors evidently think we 
prefer the scenes, with the noise. So 
V'e sleep troubled hours, the sleep of 
he dead tired, and hang over our bal- 
conies In all styles of dress and un- 
dress. In Seville I saw herds of six or 
eight goats driven by a boy, who halt- 
ed them all by a quiet word — when 
one of their number stepped Into the 
white marble-paved front hall of a 
house and waited patiently while the 
boy milked a measure full for that 
family. And that's the way the milk- 
man cones. In Spain. The Patio, a 
second hallway, visible ‘through an 
iron grating, is beautiful with palms 
and ferns — evidently a specialty In 
Seville, as I have seen none here as 
yet. The beautiful dark-haired wom- 
en, with veils thrown over the back 
part of head and a flounce or bunch 
jof ribbon coquetlshly stuck in the 
front hair, the donkey teams, magnifi- 
cent equipages — military dress every- 
where, make the scene enchantingly 
gay. 

Of the wealth of art treasures In the 
galleries and cathedrals you may read 
if you will, and you can buy the prints 
and colored postal caixls of them — I 
am just ruining myself In buying 
them, the only things In the shops 
that attract me. 

I am so glad to get rid of the ever- 
lasting French table d'Hote, and to 
get truly Spanish dishes here — great 
shrimps, six or eight Inches long, de- 
licious, and “Plato ^fanchego,” the na 
tlonal dish, the constituents of which 
are limited only by the family purse — 
we saw a coach driver and his boy 
lunching off one plate of It, all of 
beans and vegetables — while the no- 
bles may add meats, spices, etc., but 
always eats it as a part of his dally 
|diet. 

Well, the hour grows late, and I 
must mount a chair to climb into my 
lofty but soft and clean bed, with an 
Inscription, “La Purlsslma Concep- 
alone,” woven Into the bedspread 
under a woven picture — to remind me 
I am in Catholic Spain and listening 
to quarter hour chimes of a clock 
which reads up to twenty-two o’clock 
this minute!

In 
which many of the magnificent horses 
danced In perfect time. I shall try 
10 see It and the Palace Chapel to- 
morrow. Have just relumed from 
the Museum and the Church of St. 
Jeronimo, hi which the Young King 
and Queen were married.

THE LATE GEO. A. WALTON 

The following report of the Com- 
mittee on Necrology to the members 
of the New England Association of 
School Superintendents has been re- 
ceived: 4 

"Your committee on Necrology have 
the sad duty of reporting the death 
of Geo. A. Walton, one of the best 
J.aown and highly esteemed educators 
n Massachusetts. He died Saturday 
list, .Nov. 7. Yo\if committee is in- 
debted to Dr. John T. Prince for the 
tanclse but comprehensive sketch of 
his life, and to Hon. Geo. H. .Martin 
or the appreciative testimonial to his 
character and spirit, with which the 
sketch closes. 

George Augustus Walton was born 
1 1 South Reading, now Wakefield. 
Mass., February 18, 1822. His early 
education was In the public schools of 
his native town, In the Reading and 
l.exlngton academies and in the 
Bridgewater State Normal School, 
d om which he was graduated in 1814. 
After teaching in the towns of Dux- 
b'ary, Barnstable, and Edgariown, he 
as in 1847 appointed Principal of the 
Model Training School at West New- 
ton — a school which was connected 
with the first normal school in the 
country — under "Father" Pierce. He 
went to Lawrence in 1848 as Principal 
of the Oliver Grammar School, where 
he remained until ISCS. His first 
ooks in Arithmetic were published 
during this time— a work which was 
continued during his residence in 
Westfield from ISGS to 1871. In the 
atcer year he w*as appointed Agent of 
he .Massacbuseiis State Board of Edu- 
cation, an office which he held for 
wenty-flve years. The honorary de- 
ree of A. .M. was conferred upon him 
y Williams College In 1SG9. 

His text books appeared at fre- 
quent intervals under various titles, 
ncluding "First Steps in Numbers." 
vrltten in collaboration with Dana P. 
'olburn: "Waliou's Intellectual Arlih- 
ineilc,” "Walton's Pictorial Primary 
Vrlihmeiic." "Walton's Wrliieii Ariih- 
iieilc," "Walion's lllustraiive Practi- 
cal Arithmetic,” ^"Franklin Arlthme- 
ic," and "Walton and Holmes's Arith- 
metic." 

Mr. Walton was married in 1850 to 
liss Electa .Nobles Lincoln, a teacher 
f Elocution and .Mathematics in the 
.exington and West Newton Normal 
School. She died in the early part of 
he present year. It was to her as- 
istnnee that .Mr. Walton attributed 
much of his success, especially in the 
preparation of his arithmetics. For 
fifty-seven years this devoted couple 
worked together in the Interests of 
education, of society, and of the 
church. 

He died November 7. 1908, leaving 
a son and two daughters — Dr. George 
Walton, of Boston, Mrs. James R. 
Dunbar, of Brookline, and Professor 
Alice Walton, of Wellesley. 

In his fifty years of public school 
ervlce, twenty-five as a teacher and 
wenty-flve as uu Agent of the State 
)oard of Edueation, Mr. Walton prob- 
bly touched the lives and work of 
nore individuals in public school re- 
ations than any other man has ever 
lone in Massachusetts. He visited as 
Agent every town in the State, some 
r them many times. He visited and 
aught in thousands of schools. He 


knew* personally school committee 
men everywhere and was in their 
counsels. At hundreds of meetings 
he addressed thousands of people. 

' .As an apostle of public school edu- 
cation, he had certain marked cbarac- 
iterlsticB, Hia spirit everywhere and 
always was kindly, and bis only pur- 
pose was to be helpful. The key 
note to all his labors was struck in 
his first report as Agent. He says he 
gave one or two weeks' notice of his 
intended visits. "Had my purpose 
been to find defects, I should doubt- 
less have pursued a different course." 
He found defects enough and he 
never concealed them. But they never 
soured him, or discouraged him, or 
tempted him to unkind speech. 

He retained his cheerful optimism 
and bis youthful buoyancy to the last. 

In the earlier years of bis work, 
travel In country districts subjected 
him to many hardships and annoy- 
ances. But he never spared himself. 

He was a great teacher, clear in in- 
sight and in expression, logical in 
thought and arrangement, fertile be- 
yond most men in expedients, patient 
and s>‘mpathetic. 

As a roan his most marked quality 
tv’as absolute sincerity. His purposes 
were avowed, bis actions above board. 
His words tallied with bis thoughts 
and feelings. He was a man who 
could be found. 

Although in his thinking he widened 
the religious creed of his parents, he 
never outgrew the spirit of devotion 
which came to him from his Puritan 
mother. He could w'orship In any 
church and with any people, but he 
must worship. Ic has been given to 
few men to attain so fully to that 
charily which "Rejolceih not In in* 
iqulty, but rejoiceth in the truth."

CORRESPONDENCE 


To the Editor of the GRAPHIC. 

Has It ever occurred to any one to ! 
consider whnt a waste of Intelligence 
there is In a community like that In 
Newton? For Instance, how little of 
the intelligence of the community Is 
applied to the solution of important 
piihtie riuestlons which are pending? 
Take the question of the regulation 
of Trusts, for example. Here is a 
problem of the gravest nature, affect- 
ing our entire Industrial system, 
which is being ngiuted In the courts, 
iegislattircs and public press. It Is 
primarily a business question. The 
prosperous business men of the popu- 
lation of Newton are qualified by ex- 
perience and intelligence to contrib- 
ute something of value, of great value, 
toward the solution of that problem. 
But In fact they contribute nothing. 
Absorbed in their personal affairs, 
they are mere observers of the course 
of events in matters which deeply 
concern them and their business in- 
terests. Is It not practicable to change 
this, to end the reign of silence and 
indifference? Why not hold a con- 
ference on Trusts here in Newton? 
It would be 0 very simple matter for 
fifty or a hundred men to meet of an 
evening and exchange views on the 
subject, w'ouldn't It be worth while? 
Almost any one could contribute some- 
thing to the discussion of the subject 
which Is on every one’s mind, and the 
discussion could not fail to quicken 
thought and claim people's Ideas. A 
home office of this kind might prove 
to be helpful In Its way as the Chic- 
ago Trust conference w’hicb was held 
some tw'o years ago. We do not need 
to wait for great meetings like that to 
carry on the w’ork undertaken in this 
instance by the Civic Association. The 
material fordoing this is at our doors 
Let neighbors get together and unseal 
their lips. The community will thus 
recognize, as it should, some rospoos 
iblUly for the right ordering of its 
affairs, and will take a step toward 
shouldering that responsibility. 

The present stalls of the Trust 
problem is briefly ibis, viz that a law 
of Congress devised (perhaps In an ex- 
perlmenia! way) for the solution there- 
of in inter-state affairs, and duplicated 
with variations in the legislation of 
many states, has. after an experience 
of some years In Its enforcement, been 
put on the defense: Its repeal or modi- 
fication being demanded in some quar- 
ters.

DON'T MUZZLE THE LAW, BUT 
MUZZLE THE DOG 

Tboro la at preaent existing In New- 
ton a roiirilllon which la a real peril. 

I refer to the Ilnblllly of being bitten 
t)y tlog.a that are rahlel. 

Within the pnat few weeUa there 
have been running through the city 
several rabid dogs, and they, In all 
probability, have left the hifecitoii 
which must shortly develop another 
crop of mad dogs. The oft-repeated 
saying of Al Watts, Boston's famous 
dog catcher. “I've been bitten a thou- 
sand tlnu's and there's no such thing 
as Hydrophobia," has been proved 
time and time again to be a mistake, 
rhyslcians, as a rule, especially those 
that have Investigated the subject, are 
firm In their belief that the bite of a 
dog is A dangerous thing, but danger- 
ous only from the liability that the 
dog has previously acquired rabies by 
being bitten by a mad dog. Yon can't 
plant corn and raise wheat: neither 
can abuse, overfeeding, heat or over- 
running make a dog rabid. He must 
have acquired It from an Infected 
animal. 

Some method to stamp out the dis- 
ease Is demanded by the people at 
this time. There Is but one— stop the 
dogs biting. You should prevent your 
own dog from biting, and other dogs 
from biting him. The Ideal method — 
one which dlls both conditions — is to 
confine, for the next three months, 
your animal, giving him a yard to 
run in. If this Is Impracticable, then 
the muzzle must be used. To be of 
value a muzzle should prevent* the 
(log biting and also should be comfort- 
able for the dog. Don’t buy a strap 
muzzle — unless It be of the type 
rarely seen — known as the basket- 
strap muzzle, which is especially 
adapted to dogs with short noses. Tbo 
ordinary strap muzzle to prevent bll- 
I ing must be drawn so tight that a few 
I hours* wear will rub the skin from 
the dog’s nose. Few dogs can endure 
tills style. It Is a case of pull and 
haul on the part of the dog until be 
gets the muzzle over his head, com- 
pletely defeating the object of Its use. 
Purchase, rather, a wire muzzle — have 
It large enough so as not to chafe, se- 
cured by a strap at the throat. The 
muzzle known as the Automatic wire 
muzzle la the beat because while It 
prevents biting It allows the dog to 
use his jaws in drinking. The price 
for all sizes Is fifty cents. 

England has stamped out rabies by 
requiring all dogs at all times, except | 
In strict confinement, to be muzzled, 
and also by prohibiting the importa- 
tion of dogs. 

There has been no case of hydro 
phobia In that country In man or beasi 
since 1900. This being true, the wis- 
dom of the order, recently signed by 
our .Mayor, requiring all dogs to be 
muzzled for ,1 months must be appre- 
ciated by everybody. 

tr. in spite of all precautions, you 
are bitten, what then? If possible 
suck the blood at once thoroughly 
from the wound. Then leave further 
attention to your physician. Have the 
dog that did the biting mercifully 
killed. Notify the Board of Health. 
They will send a specimen to the 
state laboratory and in twelve hours 
get back a report as to whether the 
dog was rabid or not. If negative, 
forget U. If positive, at once take 
the Pasteur treatment. If the dog es- 
capes or the owner will not kill him. 
you must decide as to treatment. 
There is danger in making light of 
the bite. 

When an epidemic of smallpox Is 
rife It is good Judgment for every- 
liody to be vaccinated. So. when 
there is an epidemic of rabid dogs, it 
is well for every bitten person to take 
Pasteur’s treatment. The serum Is 
ordered and shipped from the New 
York Board of Health dally for three 
weeks. The cost for each case Is 
$25.00. If the price seems high, let 
me remind you that $25.00 goes only 
a short way In settling the bills of u 
funeral. 

To-day I asked a gentleman what 
he was doing with a dog I gave him 
some months ago. He replied, “Oh. 
I’ve muzzled him." • "What did you 
get (or a muzzle?” "A strap muzzle." 
"Didn’t you know it was no good?” 
“Yes, but It covers the law." There 
Is too much covering the law. What 
we want is something to help the law, 
not muzzle U. 

No man loves a dog more than I. or 
would do more to help him. but the 
experience I have had recently, and 
especially the last few days, convinces 
me that for the present at least all 
dogs should be regarded with suspi- 
cion. That owners, who are accus- 
tomed to caress and play with their 
pets should now desist. Let them 
rather show their love for their dogs 
by carrying out the law to the letter 
and by urging their neighbors to do 
the same.

Mr. Bonner's Recent Address 
at Hunnewell Ctub 


At the recent meeting at the Hun- 
newell Clubhouse, Mr. John H. Bonner 
spoke tn part, as follows: 

Mr. Bonner facetlousir remarked 
that a few mornings previously he 
had ascended the steps of Bunker 
Hill Monument, which forcibly re- 
minded him that In 1775 a very warm 
welcome w’as extended by the Ameri- 
cans to the British, and perhaps he 
would meet with a similar experience 
from the audience that night (laugh- 
ter), though he was quite sure they 
would part, as they had met. the best 
of friends. He understood there was a 
desire that the arguments In favor of 
vaccination should also be listened to. 
and nothing would please him better, 
because “truth feared nothing but con- 
cealment" and if it was found that 
the time at their disposal ihat even- 
ing did not permit of a perfectly fair 
presentation of both sides of the case 
he was prepared to pay a return visit 
to the largest hall available in the dis- 
trict on any date mutually agreeable 
for a public debate under the usual 
conditions. (Applause.) 

The question of vaccination affected 
every household, and therefore he 
claimed to be Introducing to their no- 
tice one of the most Important social 
subjects of the day. For over a cen- 
tury vaccination had been before 
them and hls contention was that If 
It possessed any aclentlflc basis or 
personal merit there would be no need 
for the Legislature to pass laws to 
enforce It. The pro-vacclnatora were 
dogmatic and sought to thrust this 
medical prescription or surgical op- 
eration — whichever they chose to call 
It — upon every one. but the anti-vac- 
cinators only asked for the liberty to 
exercise their own judgment in refer- 
ence to their children and themselves. 
(Applause.) 

That, be ventured to characterize 
as a logical and absolutely unassail- 
able attitude to adopt, because if there 
was any ground whatsoever for the 
theories of their opponents they could 
get themselves thoroughly protected 
by vaccination and re-vaccination and 
need not fear their unvacclnated 
neighbors. The latter were willing to 
take their own Individual risk, but 
practice and experience proved that 
the advocates of vaccination were 
wrong, for not only was It from 
amongst the alleged safeguarded that 
smallpox outbreaks w*ere started, but 
they supplied the great bulk of the 
patients. 

Whatever their respective views 
were In regard to vaccination they 
were all striving towards the same 
goal, viz., they wished to see smallpox 
exterminated and it was only upon the 
point w’bether those In the opposite 
camp favored In the shape of stamp- 
ing in the speclflc disease of vaccinia 
or whether the policy pursued by 
the antl-vacclnators for the rational 
and natural stamping out of all infec- 
tious disorders was not far preferable 
that they crossed swords. 

The doctors had been divided con- 
cerning the merits of vaccination ever 
since its discovery and to-day there 
were in the ranks of the antl-vaccl- 
nators equally as eminent medical 
men as were to be found on the op- 
posite side. Having quoted some of 
his leading authorities iho speaker re- 
marked that If it became a mailer of 
leaving the question of the vaccina- 
tion of their children to the family 
practitioner It would resolve itself 
into a game of chance according to 
the views of that particular doctor, 
but he failed to see that expert advice 
was needed at all. for their own com- 
mon sense was surely a sufflclenl 
guide that when children were strong 
and well they did not need to have 
-soiueihing akin to the foul cattle dis- 
ease of cowpox communicated to 
tUeni. (Applause.) 

Probably they Avould wonder why 
such a ayslein ever came to be recog- 
nized and tolerated. The explanation 
was exceedingly simple. In older 
days a belief prevailed that every- 
body must suffer from smallpox at 
least once, and It became the custom 
10 Inoculate people with the disease 
in the hope that It would Immunize 
them from a severe attack in later 
life. It was luleresting to note that 
one of the earliest Inoculaiors in 
America was Ur. Uoylston, and It was 
found that not only were some 
of the persons whom ho inoculated 
killed thereby, but this sowing of the 
aiseaso broadcast produced a propor- 
•.touaie crop. The outcome was ihat 
on July lilsl, 1721. the selectmen and 
jusilces of the peace of liosloii re- 
solved after hearing the evidence 
that •■the operation proved fatal to j 
inuny persons; It laid the foundation 
for many dangerous diseases; the op- 
t-railou tended to spread aud continue 
tile liifecilon longer than It lulgUt 
oiherwise be; and continuing the op- 
cTuiion was likely to prove of most 
dangerous consequence.’' 

Kveulually Inoculation became a 
punishable offence, and, whereas, the

pro-vaccinators conveniently Ignored 
that knocking on the head of the old- 
time system by which smallpox was 
disseminated wdiolesale, the antl-vac- 
clnators claimed that it was that cir- 
cumstance — coupled with their better 
knowledge of sanitation and hygienic 
conditions, and the healthier environ- 
ment In which people lived — which 
accounted for the leaser amount of 
smallpox now as compared with the 
past. (Applause.) Other diseases, 
such as cholera, the plague, typhus 
fever, etc., which used to prevail In 
their midst had disappeared without 
any equivalent to vaccination, but had 
admittedly proved amenable to sani- 
tation and he was of opinion that the 
latter InAuence had also affected the 
smallpox and that none of the credit 
was due to vaccination, because In 
those parts of the world where sani- 
tation. ns they understood the term, 
could not be practiced, smallpox still 
claimed its millions of victims In 
spite of vaccination. 

The real discoverer of vaccination 
w*as Benjamin Jesty, but it remained 
for Edward Jenner to bring it before 
the world, and Its favorable reception 
was uot to be wondered at after three- 
quarters of a century of Inoculation, 
in view of the fact that Jenner claim- 
ed life-long immunity from smallpox 
as the result of submitting to vacci- 
nation. The last mentioned man was 
at the time an apothecary’s assistant 
in a Gloucestershire village and his 
medical degree was obtained by pur- 
chase and not by examination. Some 
people looked upon him as a benefac- 
tor to the race, but In reality hls name 
and fame had fallen uiran evil days, 
for even the believers In vaccination 
had changed many times from the 
variety of “lymph" which Jenner said 
was the real life-preserving fluid and 
they now advocated re’-vacclnatlon at 
frequent periods, as it was found that 
so many vaccinated people contracted 
smallpox and a good proportion of 
them died from It. 

A statue to Jenner's memory only 
remained In Trafalgar Square, London, 
a few years and was then removed to 
a far less conspicuous place in Ken- 
sington Gardens; the name of what 
was formerly called the Jenner In- 
stitute had been changed; the idea of 
publishing bis life and work amongst 
A series of books entitled “Heroes of 
Medicine” was dropped; and when a 
statue of Jenner was pointed out in 
Gloucester Cathedral to a medical 
friend of his (.Mr. Bonner's) that doc- 
tor jokingly replied. “Yes, 1 know all 
about ’the old rascal.' " And no won- 
der. either, in view of the fact that he 
bad been prosecuted 19 times for the 
non-vaccination of bis own children. 

Having given an Illustrated descrip- 
tion of the process by which calf- 
lymph Is obtained the speaker went 
on to argue that history absolutely re- 
futed the claims for vaccination. In 
the early seventies the greatest small- 
pox epidemic on record swept over 
the world, following the Franco- 
Prussian campaign — for war was in- 
variably succeeded by pestilence. 
That was after seventy years' experi- 
ence of vaccination .'iiid in England 
alone there were about 45.000 deaths 
in spite of the fact that as recently 
as 18G7 the only Act of Parliament 
containing penal clauses for non-vac- 
cination had been passed. 

Leicester, of which he was a native 
and where he hud always lived, had 
thousands of cases iind 346 deaths in 
one year (1872) amongst 90,000 peo- 
ple and the authorities realized that 
vaccination could not be relied upon, 
so it had gradually fallen Into disuse 
until now a quarter of the 250,000 In- 
habltanta were un-vacclnated children 
below the vaccinal ago of 11 years. 
Thai town claimed to be tbe heallhl- 
csr and the cleanliest of the largo 
manufacturing boroughs of the United 
Kingdom and even when smallpox 
was Imported they did not become 
panic sirlcUen and rush for wholc- 
Bulo vaccination, but bud implicit con- 
fidence In the method of eonlrolllng 
the disease whicli had never failed 
tlieiu in spite of tlie many severe 
tests to which it Imd been subjectmi 
tiiase last 30 years. (Applause.) 

The leclurer next referred to the 
experience of two local pliysiclans 
wlio contfucled smallpox a few years 
since, but. whilst admlriiig their 
ceuruge and devotion to their profes- 
sion in not shirking their duty 
towards a patient, submitted they 
were ttol pbyslcally fit to aiteiid zy- 
motic cases at that tlmo by reason 
of recent lllneHs in each Instance liav- ^ 
Ing reduced ibelr normal vitality. 
Having leuriieU all the circumstances 
I from ilrst liund sources he was uot in 
I tlie leusl surprised that the doctors 
!io whom he was alluding Gld develop 


smallpox, but It was realty a triumph 
for their cause — because both had ex- 
ceedingly mild attacks, and ofter hav- 
ing passed through the achool of ex- 
perience, were more convinced oppo- 
nents of vaccination than ever. 
(Cheers.) One singular feature was 
that the two nurses by whom they 
were attended never sickened In aptte 
of their lack of the alleged prophy- 
lactic and the public did not seem to 
be very well aware of the case of the 
medical student who died from email- 
pox after having been many times Vac- 
cinated. 

The laws of England — where ex- 
emption can be very easily obtained 
by simply Ailing up a form supplied at 
the time or registering the birth of a 
child — and of this State were explain- 
ed. but Mr. Bonner said anti-vacclna- 
tors would not rest content until every 
vestige of compulsion was swept from 
the statute books. He objected to the 
machinery of the Board of Education 
being at the disposal of the Board of 
Health to force vaccination upon 
children when they were old enough 
to enter the public schools and con- 
I tended that their opponents were 
quite Inconsisttent in allowing chil- 
dren to grow up to school age minus 
vaccination If they thought that op- 
eration was necessary at any period 
of life. Reform, however, rested with 
the people themselves and so soon 
as public opinion was expressed in no 
uncertain manner their wishes would 
be compiled with by the Legislature 
and vaccinated and unvacclnated 
would stand alike In the eye of the 
I law. (Applause.) 

I In concluding a lengthy address the 
speaker dwelt upon the danger of vac- 
cination Itself and claimed that whilst 
the risk from ihat operation was ever- 
I present the risk from smallpox wasi 
very slight indeed, provided Nature’s i 
; laws were observed. (Loud applause.)

In justice to the tax payers It seems 
to me that the situation should be re- 
viewed. This city faces next year, a 
financial situation without parallel in 
its history. A new state law deprives 
us of half of our income from corpora- 
tion taxes amounting to $70,000. The 
serial bonds and Interest on the new 
Technical High School amount to 
some $30,000, a compliance with the 
state law regarding externilnallon of 
gypsy moths (a law which can re- 
quire an appropriation of 1-lS of 1 per 
cent of our valuation, amounting to 
nearly $46,000), adds over $30,000 to 
the tax levy, making a total of $130,- 
000 increase over the levy of 1908, on 
which an $18.20 rate was necessary. ; 
On our present valuation of nearly 
$69,000,000, one dollar on the rate will 
raise $69,000, so that it can easily be 
seen that $130,000 on the present val- 
uation will add nearly $2 to the pres- 
ent rate. It can safely be estimated 
that the valuation will be Increased 
about one million dollars, which will 
redbce the extra amount some $18,000 
or $19,000. depending upon the rate, 
but even then it seems hardly possi- 
ble to escape a rate of less than 
$19.60, all things considered. Under 
all these circumstances, the board of 
aldermen have carefully scrutinized 
ail estimates, have caused most of 
the city departments to simply "mark 
time” In matters of expense and 
while increasing the school appropria- 
tions several thousands of dollars, 
have cut down the department esti- 
mates $5,000, or less than 2 per cent, 
of the entire appropriation of over 
$300,000. The clamor that the city 
Is thereby “neglecting its children for 
bugs” is therefore untrue and is great- 
ly to be deplored. It gives a wrong 
impression, for no city which appro- 
priates over $300,000, or one-quarter 
of its entire levy for schools, can be 
said to “neglect” Us children. To my 
mind, the aldermen should have gone 
still further in reducing expenses and 
eliminated certain appropriations, 
which, while desirable, are not actu- 
ally necessary in the emergency 
which now confronts us. The claims 
of the leaders of the indignation meet- 
ing that the $3,000 cut from the school 
appropriation should be transferred 
from other departments, is in my 
opinion, not tenable, for If other de- 
partments can stand a cut of $5,000 
< 01 * the benefit of the schools, that 
$5,000 and as many other $3,000 as 
I)ossible should be saved to the tax 
payers. 

It is to be hoped that the situation 
in 1909 will not continue, altbo the 
decrease iii the corporation tax has 
evidently come to stay, indeed, if the 
entire income is not subsequently 
taken away by the stale. A new In- 
heritance tax law. however, which has 
just gone into effect, promises to re- 
lieve us somewhat from Ihe burden 
of part of the state tax, so that 1910 
may make a better financial showing 
than 1909. 

Tax payers should bear in mitid 
that the school appropriation was the 
deliberate judgment of twenty-one al- 
dermen, was approved by the mayor 
and has been cheerfully accepted by 
tlie school committee, making a strong 
combination to combat. 


In my criticism of the board of al- 
dermen last week 1 inadvertently re- 
ferred to the appropriation for street 
signs as $2,000. it should have been 
$500. While the principle involved Is 
in no ways uffecied by the difference 
In amount, the Importance of the mat- 
ter is greatly lessened. 1 sincerely 
apologize for the error of mixlug the 
amounts appropriated for Trimming 
and Ueniovlng Trees ($2,000), and for 
Street Signs ($500).

SOCIAL SCIENCE. 

The Social Science Club on Wednes- 
day morning considered “The Adminis- 
tration of the City” as presented by 
.Mrs. Fred H. Tucker. 

Mrs. Tucker traced the history of 
municipal government from the time 
of the colonial town with lis charter 
from the king to the present day when 
cities are struggling for the best and 
most deuiocvailc form of civic control. 
The development of the city council 
in Its varying forms In Great Britain 
and Germany was also shown. The 
conclusions reached are summed up in 
the following extracts from Mrs. Tuc- 
ker's paper: 

Up to IbUO there were found four 
prominent successive types of city ad- 
mliilsi ration — the Council System, the 
National System, the Board System 
and tho Mayor System. 

The Council System, having u sim- 
ple, elective Council of which mayor 
and uiUerinen were but a purl with 
(he mayor, un appoiitied olficer. a» 
chairniHi), lasted well iuio the nine- 
tcentii century. 

About 18UU, with that inteiiso iia 
tiulaul feeling and devollon to coiistt 
tutloiiul forms and principles which 
cluructertzed the period, cities l>egiut 
to copy the forms of the Federal guv- 
eruuient, unUi by 1$30 the generally 
accepted type was that of a mayor 


and council of one or two chambers, 
all elected by the people and each in- 
depemtent of the others, with the may- 
or having a veto over the council. 
Under this regime two evils resulted; 
city government became inefficient 
and political parties began to get con- 
trol. 

General dlssatlsfact ion culminated 
about 1850 In the third period of mu- 
nicipal development, the Board Sys- 
tem. which waa really a further de- 
velopment of (be National System, the 
boards corresponding to departments 
ill the Federal government. Under 
this plan practically ail administra- 
tive power was taken from the coun- 
cil, leaving it, like Congress, a purely 
legislative body, the executive power 
being vested In boards at the head of 
the several departments. Election of 
these boards by the people, and later 
their appointment by the mayor with- 
out power of removal resulted in a 
chaos of city government. 

Matters were not improved by the 
legislature’s assuming authority over 
the details of city affairs, and politi- 
cal ascendency, the ring and the boss 
and the shame ensued. 

About 1880 came the fourth period, 
the Mayor System, in which the may- 
or was Invested with absolute power 
of appointment and removal. The de- 
partments, whether boards or simple 
heads, were strictly accountable to 
the mayor, who In turn was held re- 
sponsible for the whole administra- 
tion. 

Through all these changes the gen- 
eral tendency has been toward the 
decrease of the council in prestige and 
efficiency, until 1000 reform was at- 
tempted wholly by tinkering the ex- 
isting system Instead of abolishing it. 

Now let us ask what are the re- 
quirements for an ideal city admin- 
la tration, and by these measure the 
latest reforms. 1 think we shall agree 
upon the folloaring: — 

(1) Freedom from state control in 
matters affecting the city only. 

(2) Freedom from all connection, In 

fact or name, with party poli- 
tics. 

(3) Close and direct connection 

with the people. It should be 
government by the people. 

(4) Simplicity and definite central- 

ization of responsibility. 

(5) Probably the separation of the 

taxing and appropriating pow- 
ers from the spending author- 
ity. 

How do our new departures in this 
country measure up to the standard? 
Under the commission plan (as car- 
ried out in Galveston) there seems to 
be the necessary freedom from state 
control and responsibility is fixed in 
the commission of five men, to whom 
all powers are intrusted. Its weak 
points are the danger of party influ- 
ence on a small governing body and 
the lack of direct and affective con- 
trol by the people, for the commission- 
ers are elected for two 3 'ears with full 
pow’ers, and when the machinery is 
set in motion it must run for the two 
years without opportunity for protest 
from the people. The Des Moines 
plan remedies this defect by providing 
that a sufficient protest from the peo- 
ple shall recall au officer or stop an 
enactment or its execution directly. 
Placing the grant of franchises In the 
hands of the people removes a large 
incentive to political corruption. These 
safeguards, with the Initiative and ref- 
erendum, make the Des Moines plan 
far more democratic than the Gal- 
veston plan. Yet even this lacks the 
intimate relation to the people. This 
is furnished by the Newport plan. In 
Newport each ward Is represented in 
(he council by one alderman and tblr- 
ty-one eouncilmen. This large repre- 
sentation obviates the usual objections 
to the w'ard system and ensures its 
advantages. Each section is fully rep- 
resented and a very large proportion 
of the citizens have a chance actually 
to take a hand in the government, 
while those who do not. at least come 
into close contact with those who do 
and with what they are doing. The 
council is saved from becoming un- 
wieldly because of size by the nature 
of Its functions, which are those of a 
town meeting, with the mayor and al- 
dermen as executives like the select- 
men. To me town meeting government 
is the ideal form for places not too large 
for its working, and the Newport Idea, 
or something nearly akin, the best 
adaption for larger places. In this 
all our requirements seem fulfilled — 
freedom from state control, from poli- 
tics. simplicity and centralization and 
democracy.

Tho chorus work 
was excellent . barring the lack of male 
voices, and the soloists, ull acquitted 
themselves with credit. It would b^ 
u dllficult task to select what might 
be leriiied the best numbers on a 
thoroly good program, but .Miss Liu- 
coin's pastorale was extremely good, 
Mrs. Murton's “Kuthleun .Mavoureeu'* 
was fine and Miss Bullard hud ii fiitiiig 
solo for her deep rich voice in ‘John 
Anderson, .My Jo." .Miss Jaynes and 
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Lewandos

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INDIGNATION MEETING 

(Continued from page 7.) 

1 wish to speak briefly: first, as to 
the Indignation feature, and. secondly. ; 
aa to the alleged appalling situation. 
During the past few years I have 
been actively connected with the 
movement which resulted in giving to 
the city the Athletic Field for the use 
of the High School and also the large 
front section of the Claflin Home- 
stead property upon which the new 
High School is being erected. When 
■that project w*as first suggested, there 
were many citizens who. when asked 
to subscribe to it. stated that they 
thought that the expense should be 
borne by the city treasury. The mem- 
bers of the City Government of those 
years were, almost to a man, in favor 
of the purchase, but were equally In- 
sistent that the purchase should be 
effected through private subscriptions 
and not by the city treasury. They 
realized that the purchase would be 
of great value to the schools, hut they 
felt that It should be effected so as 
not to increase the city debt or the 
city tax rate. The two properties cost 
a little over $53,0.00. Of that amount 
over $28,000 was privately contributed 
by members of the City Government. 

There are two other incidents which 
are equally pertinent to this question 
of whether the alleged indignation 
toward the Aldermen is Justifiable. 
When the plans for the new High 
School building were considered by 
the Board of Aldermen, every effort 
was made to keep the cost down to 
the lowest possible terms consistent 
with a proper building. The plans as 
originally drawn called for certain 
ornamentation about the columns at 
the front entrance to the building. 
As that ornamentation was not es- 
sential to the building, It was elimi- 
nated. but later, by a private contribu- 
tion of $1,215, which was Induced by 
a member of ’the City Government, it 
was arranged that the ornamentation 
should he provided. 

Within a few weeks there has been 
another illustration. The educational 
value of manual training schools is 
becoming recognized, and it has been 
the desire of the School Department 
to have a well-equipped manual train- 
ing department in the Xonantum sec- 


tion. Through the generosity of 
member or members of the City Gov- 
ernment, such a school Is to be es- 
tablished, and against the expense 
thereof, which will probably be about 
$3,000 a year, tbe dty Is to be guaran- 
teed for five years. 

In the face of such generosity on 
the part of tbe members of tbe City 
Government, it would be surprising 
indeed if any member of tbe School 
Committee was disposed to express 
indignation against these same gen- 
tlemen, simply because as members 
of the ^ard of Aldermen they had 
withheld $5,000 from the appropria- 
tion requested for next year. 

Next, as to the alleged appalling 
situation: The Aldermen have au 

ihorized the School Committee to ef- 
fect the $5,000 saving in such ways 
as seem least harmful. Our appro- 
priation includes $3,000 for evening 
schools. Until within a few years, 
the evening school session has opened 
early In October and closed at the 
Christmas holidays, that being suffi- 
cient to comply with the law. With- 
in the last few years we have con- 
tinued the evening schools until 
March. We now propose to return to 
the old schedule and this year to 
close the school at tbe end of Decem- 
ber. We shall thereby save $2,000 
The circular Is, therefore, misleading 
when It speaks of "Evening Schools 
abandoned.” 

Our appropriation contains an item 
of $1,800 for vacation schools. The 
Committee has not yet decided to 
withhold from the vacation schools 
this amount. My Impression is that, 
in order to effect the $5,000 saving, it 
will be necessary to withhold the 
$1,800, but It should be remembered 
that tbe vacation schools do not af- 
fect our day school system and are 
not required by law, and that, until 
within a few years, their expense has 
been borne by private contributions. 
While tbe School Committee would 
like to have the vacation schools con- 
tinued. they do not feel that the with- 
holding of the $1,800 would of neces- 
sity result In the giving up of the 
vacation schools, nor that the educa- 
tional situation would be appalling if 
the vacation schools were given up. 

The next Item of the circular speaks 
of "Kindergartens abolished.” As to 
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this, it is aiifflcloni to say that, bo I 
far as 1 am aware, no one contem- j 
plates abollBhlng the kindergartens. | 
Certainly that step Is not necessary 
in order to effect the $5,000 saving. 

The next Item reads, "Classes con- 
solidated.” The only consolidation 
decided upon Is one which In my 
opinion ought to be made, even If the 
$5,000 was available. — namely, the 
consolidation of the ninth grade In 
the Claflin School with the ninth 
grade in the Horace Mann School. 
The former contains eighteen or nine- 
teen pupils: the latter, twenty to 
twenty-two pupils. Together the to- 
tal attendance will be about forty pu- 
pils. a number which is exceeded In 
several of the ninth grade rooms In 
other parts of the city. I think that, 
from the standpoint of economy, the 
maintenance of these two classes sep- 
arately has been unjustifiable. More 
Important, however, than the point of 
economy Is the fact that the present 
accommodations for the ninth grade 
class at tbe Claflin School are inade- 
quate. The class baa for its school- 
room a hall in the top of the building, 
which was not intended for any such 
use. which is so poorly lighted that 
on gloomy days artificial light has to 
be used, and the class Is somewhat 
interrupted by the use of the halt for 
other purposes. There have been 
many eomplalnls' about these accom- 
modations. At the Horace Mann 
School, which is within easy walking 
distance, a proper room is available 
and tbe pupils will there come Into 
more direct contact with Mr. Carr, 
tbe efficient Grammar Master of the 
Newtonville district. That covers 
everything of which I am informed 
about the Item, "Classes consolidated.” 
By that consolidation a saving of at 
least $750 wilt be effected. 

The remaining Item of tbe circular 
reads, "Your children to travel in- 
creased distances to school.” The 
only justification for this statement 
is to be found in the consolidation 
above mentioned of the two ninth 
grades In the Newtonville districts. 
The distance which the children will 
have to travel to reach the Horace 
Mann School is no greater than the 
distance travelled by children In the 
other wards of the city to reach the 
.several grammar schools. Moreover, 
there are good walks and roads lead- 
ing to the Horace Mann School, and 
there are no hills to be climbed. In 
these days of out-door sports, the ad- 
ditional exercise which the few schol- 
ars In the ClalUn School will get by 
walking to the Horace ^lann School 
will. In niy opinion, work a benefit 
rather than an Injury. 

The total saving which would be 
effected by the changes nieutlonod 
above in 'ibe evening schools, the 
summer schools and the one consoli- 
dation would be $4,500 out of the to- 
tal $5,000. I think that the balance, 
$450, can in various ways be saved 
during the year, without seriously im- 
pairing the efficiency of the schools. 

I venture the suggestion, which 
recommends itself to me and which 
past experience leads me to think Is 
practicable, that citizens who feel In- 
dignation at the reducing of the even- 
ing schools’ session and the probable 
withholding of the $1,800 appropria- 
tion for the summer schools. Join with 
individual members of the City Gov- 
ernment in a private subscription to 
furnish to the School Department the 
$3,800 covered by those two Items, 
which are to my mind the only very 
important items. I shall be very glad 
to Join in such a subscription, and I 
hope that a movement to that end 
will be started to-night. 

I wish to add a brief word ns to 
the problem with which the Mayor 
and Aldermen had to struggle. The 
Newton tax rate this year is $18.20. 
The change in the state law w*ith re- 
spect to Che dividing among the cities 
anti towns of the state corporation 
lax will reduce by about $70,000 New- 
ton’s income from that source. That 
single item means about $l increase 
in the tax rate next year. Another 
important item is the appropriation 
for suppressing the moths, which, if 
not suppressed, will destroy the trees 
in our so-called garden city. If, 
has been suggested la one of the 
newspaper items with respect to this 
meeting, the question was as between 
bugs and children, li would not be a 
difficult question to decide, but that 
is not the (|uestion. I believe that the 
appropriation granted by the Board of 
Aldermen will be sufficient to main- 
tain tbe high efficiency of tbe day 
schools of Newton, and there is cer- 
tainly no such appalling situation as 
to require us to disregard our duly to 
oiii'selves and our neighbors lu the 
matter of suppressing the moths. I 
cannot loo strongly affirm my confi 
deuce in the generosity and good 
Judgment of our Board of Aldermen 
and in their desire to provide for our 
public schools. I know that the mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen will 
welcome any suggestions toward keep- 
ing down the city expenses and |he 
consequent tax rate, but I think that 
helpful suggestions are more likely 
to emanate from the quiet work of 
some small committee than from a 
meeting like this which has been an- 
nounced in advance as an indignation 
meeting.

He commented on the reduction In 
the number of car tickets w’hich 
would take place with the new year, 
and while he was proud of the gener- 
osity of those citizens who had made 
the Claflin field possible, he was In- 
dignant that the children should be 
made to suffer. He thought a few 
mothers on the school committee 
would look after the children much 
better and critized tbe ventilation in 
many of the school rooms. 

A lady whose name could not be ob- 
tained created much amusement by 
saying that In times of household defi- 
cits, economy was obtained by reduc- 
ing the number of maids, but she had 
noticed that it took three men nowa- 
days to remove the ashes, where only 
two were used a year or two ago. She 
thought an explanation was due the 
tax payers. 

Mr. Robinson thought on general 
principles it was not a good plan to 
economize in the school appropria- 
tions, and believed great economies 
could be affected In other departments. 
He said he had noticed only the other 
morning, a crew of 13 men at work 
for the city, and timed them ten min- 
utes by his watch during which only 
2 of them did anything. He suggested 
that if all had been compelled to work 
and the ratio carried thruout all de- 
partments, the tax rate would be but 
$10 per $1000. 

Mr. Norton stated that tbe city bad 
expended this year some $15,000 for 
work on moths and had appropriated 
for 1909 over $34,000 with $6000 ad- 
ditional for parks. In addition the 
state contributes one half of all 
amounts expended over $5000. He be- 
lieved this was a good work and very 
necessary but doubted whether the 
fathers and mothers and tax payers 
wanted It done at the expense of the 
clilldren. He believed that work on 
sideValks and similar matters could 
be postponed. He was glad to see 
the public interest which had been 
aroused on this matter and lioped tbe 
school board would receive the full 
amount they had asked for. 

Mrs. Fred H. Tucker spoke on the 
very serious situation regarding the 
preservation of the trees and said that 
it was so serious that the United 
slates had come to our assistance. 
She believed the city would lose this 
old if we did not try to help our- 
selves. 

.Mrs. lyoweil stated that she was 
glad to see this work done but be- 
lieved the city should receive full val- 
ue for Its money. 

M. Reuben Forknall said that the 
consolidation of grades was no new 
subject to residents of Nanantuni as 
their children had been forced to go 
to the .Mann school for its ninth grade 
for six or eight years. He thought 
ihe city had been robbing the district 
of Ihe education of Us children as the 
parents said they could not afford to 
send their children to the Mann 
school. He said Ihe $5000 item In 
question did not affect Nonantum at 
all, as they, were on the outside "as 
usual" but wanted to be counted In. 

(’apt. S. E. Howard said that the 
maintenance of the Technical High 
School was taken care of In the ap- 
propriation for 1909 aa passed. He 
said that Newton paid the highest 
amount per child for education in 
.Mass, and that few school systems 
either in the stale or elsewhere can 
compare favorably with Newton today. 
He had been a member of the school 
committee for nine years and knew 
that our schools have been constantly 
growing in efficiency and value. He 
said that our aldermen rank among 
the best business men In Newton and 
Boston. They have considered this I 
question with the gro.iteet care and 
were between the devil and the deep 
sea in order to do wliat was best for 
the schools and still keep down 'ho 
tax rate. He nad lieard the result 
with t.reat relict and believed the 
committee would be able 10 accept U 
without decreas'ng tiie elflclency of 
the schools. He favored the consoli- 
dation of ninth grades In Newtonville 
and said that Jlr. Carr’s time would 
be saved and the oftiolency Increased. 
He thought it well to have faith In the 
be heard no complaint of the work 
see what happens. 

Mr. Palmer said he was an old 
teacher and interested in education. 
The moths are soinethiug to bo wor- 
ried about, but is not a mutter which 
would ever be settled by the city, the 
state or the nation. He believed that 
our trees would have to be cared lor 
as we care for our lawns, by each in- 
dividual citizen — and suggested that 
half the appropriation for moth work 
be given to the school commlttoe and 
used in educating the children to ex 
terminate the moths. 

.Mr. Douglass said that financial bus- 
iness was a critical business and we 
do not know the problem before .he 
aldermen, while they are familiar with 
all Its details. He thought the trouble 
with Newton was its large area. Us 
school system waa the best, ll^ school 
buildings the best, but Newton needs 
more money, and more people to live 
on Its vacant land. He favored s 
committee of three from each ward to 
set forth to the whole state the ad- 
vantage of Newton as a place of resi- 
dence. ‘ ^ 

.Mr. Fred H. Tucker skid that the 
committee had taken care of Nonan 
turn aa Its new school building, and 
new master testified. He also agreed 
with the last speaker that Newton 
needed more people but said it could 
not be brought about with a $20 tax 
rate. He called attention to the fact 
ihat Newton had evaded the law foV 
many years In not providing manual 
training for Us high school and be- 
lieved that in five years there would 
be heard no complaint of the work 
of the Technical High school, and that 
it waa one of the best investments we 
had ever made, lie believed that the 
aldermen had shown the utmost cour 
leay to tbe school committee and we 
ahould acknowledge that the aldermen 
know more about the matter than we 
do. 

Mr Abbot Uaaaelt said ho waa aorry 
that the conaolldalion la to be made 
as be thought many parents would 
take their children out of the public 
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schools. He believed that tbe city was 
up against a hard problem and hoped 
a way could be found to meet it. 

Rev. Albert Hammett said (hat this 
consolidation was up some years ago 
and a meeting of the citizens and com- 
mittee was held at which the argu- 
ment was put so rationally and in- 
dignantly that tho committee grace- 
fully succumbed. He believed the 
committee of three from each wn*"* 
was a huge joke as It was not practic- 
able. 

The amendment was then put to 
vote and defeated, and action was then 
taken on the following motion made 
by Miss Susan A. Whlttng earlier in 
the evening, — 

"That the chair appoint a commit- 
tee of ten to appear before the board 
of aldermen at its next meeting, for 
the purpose of presenting a demand 
for the reconsideration of the appro- 
priation for the school board to the 
end that the original sum asked for 
by said school board be granted.” 

The result of the hand vote was un- 
certain and so was the first request 
to stand. A second attempt at a stand- 
ing vote showed 66 in favor and 47 
against, altho the first standing vote 
was evidently much closer If not in- 
deed the other way. 

Mr. Brady then spoke a word for 
the laboring classes, saying that our 
best schools had been brought about 
by working and fighting for them Just 
as they were fighting to-night. Some 
people he said were ready to throw 
down this system, and he challenged 
them to show a better one. Some peo- 
ple are in favor of educating the lab- 
oring classes simply that they may 
make better servants. He wanted the 
humblest child to have every oppor- 
tunity for education. 

Mr. Frederick A. Word asked If any 
one wanted the children to walk by a 
nice school house like the Claflin, ami 
walk 3-4 of n mile further. He be- 
lieved it better that Mr. Carr should 
do the walking. Instead of the child- 
ren. 

A lady whose name could not be 
learned also critized the increased 
size of the class under the consolida- 
tion, believing it would affect the in- 
dividual Instruction. 

Jlr. Norton said that while Newton 
paid the lowest amount per $1000 valu- 
ation In the state except Boston. 11 
had a high cost per pupil for educa- 
tion, and this was due to the larger 
number In the High school. Our 
schools compare favorably with others 
because smaller classes give fine re- 
sult. Ho was surprised to hear so 
many of the school committee defend- 
ing the aldermen's action, and thought 
if they had had any backbone, they 
would have compelled the aldermen 
to grant the full appropriation. 

Mr. Tucker defended the school com- 
mittee’s back bone, saying that for 
many years it had asked the aldermen 
for large sums, and had never during 
his membership, been cut down. The 
aldermen now have a serious problem 
in the loss of $70,000 Income and if 
we haven’t gBt the money we cannot 
spend It. The committee had fought 
for its estimates and are lucky to be 
cut down only $5000. He believed 
that the aldermen had done the most 
tactful thing under all the circum- 
stances. 

The meeting adjourned at 10.15 
o’clock.

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AMERICAN PEACE SOCIETY 

Addresses Made Last Week 
at INewtonville 


At the meeting held last week Wed* 
nesday evening at the residence of 
Mrs. George F. Lowell on Walnut 
street. Newtonville, of the Newton 
members of the American Peace So- 
ciety and their friends, the following 
addresses were made by Judge Rob- 
ert J. Raymond of the Superior Court, 
Rev. William E. Huntington, presi- 
dent of Boston University, Rev. 
George T. Smart, D.D., pastor of the 
Newnon Highlands Congrega/tlonal 
church, and Dr. Benjamin F. Tnie- 
blood, of Newton Highlands, secretary 
of the national society. 

Judge Raymond 

Judge Raymond, who was Intro- 
duced as a newcomer to Newton, ex- 
pressed his gratification at the oppoi*- 
tunlty to meet the people of Newlon 
under the chaperonage of so eminent 
a body as the American Peace Society. 
He spoke particularly of the principles 
upon which the society Is founded, 
and of the opportunities to which the 
nation might well apply Us resources 
now so largely de^■oted to war prepa- 
ration. He said In part: 

As I understand it, the principles 
which lie at the base of community 
life, courtesy and good will, justice 
and fair play, mutual regard and ac- 
commodation — neighborlinesB In a 
word, this society believes should ex- 
tend also to the life and relations of 
states and nations In national com- 
munity with each other. Because 1 
am in hearty accord ^fith this funda- 
mental principle of their organization 
and because I am profoundly con- 
vinced that’ the well being of human- 
ity depends in large measure on the 
general acceptance of this principle, 

I am ready to join my voice with 
theirs in advocacy of international 
peace and In the effort to promote 
international good will as a sure road 
to security. 

Coming Into a new community I am 
vitally Interested in the question. How 
shall I live at peace with my neigh- 
bors? I believe as I look back at 
history, that there are two policies 
either of which I may pursue to se- 
cure that end. I may treat my neigh- 
bors with courtesy and good will, and 
justice and fair play, and this alone 
you will say is the sure way to live 
at peace with ones neighbors. But 
the man who goes about boasting 
that he is a trained pugilist ready to 
repel every approach or attack, finds 
just about what be seeks. He has 
his hands full of conflicts and conten- 
tions and frequently meets with blood- 
shed, usually getting Just about what 
he deserves. Such a man was our 
friend from Tipperary who went to 
a wedding. He was shown to an 
upper room to lay aside bis hat and 
coat, and very soon sounds of a vig- 
orous scuffle were heard upstairs, 
and a little later our friend came 
down stairs head over heels and much 
the worse for wear. “What is the 
matter?" he was asked. “Nothing,” 
said he; “but I found a broth of a 
boy in the room above and I said 
‘Who are you,’ and he said ‘I am the 
best man,’ and begorra he were.” 

Men go about looking for the best 
man, and with the idea of showing 
that they are the better, and they or- 
dinarily have their bands full of con- 
tention. It is the man of the kindly 
spirit and the good will and the out- 
stretched hand of helpfulness and ac- 
commodation that goes through life at 
l>eace with bis neighbors and it does 
not take any argument to show that. 
But wo have a number of politicians 
who may be called statesmen who say 
that in international affairs this ^pol- 
icy must be reversed if you would 
be at peace. If you would live in 
safety with your neighbor nations 
keep np great armaments, build a 
great navy, multiply the men in your 
army, and send your bluejackets 
around the world In battleships, and 
boast of your fighting strength. They 
give us the old maxim which has been 
heard a great many times, “In time of 
peace prepare for war,” and as 1 
[understand it ithe Amerlcau Peace 
Society takes .issue with them square- 
ly on that maxim. If you want war, 
then in time of peace preiutre for 
war, and you arc pretty lilceiy to get 
what you want. Generate the war 
spirit in the pi'ess, in the pulpit, on 
the platform, in the schools. Teach 
it to your children and beget a spirit 
of conflict, for this is the essential 
preparation for war, — the war spirit. 
Carry a chip on your shoulder and 
somebody is pretty sure to knock it 
off. it is the inevitable way to bring 
on war. 

But war with wliom? With whom 
shall we prepare to fight in our time 
of profound peace? With the peo- 
ples with wlioni we have business? 
wUli our customers? for do we not, 
trade wlili all the world? Is it likely I 
to Increiiso our trade that wo send [ 
some of uur batilesltlps to shoot down 
tile cili/^ns uiid burn the villages and 
iini>overlBh the iieople who buy our 
good.s and trade wlili us? Sluill we 
prepare for war with some of llio 
sister stuns in tlie great family of 
nuilons, and wltich one? .\oi wlih 
KngluixJ, h'rance, uiid Uu^siu in 
Kuropc, nor wltli f'lilnu uiid .iapan In 
Asia. Hut tlicy are our lilendH,-- 
^Dine of them long tried mid true, 
uml we are Uudr trlend.-s l ectjgnized | 
iiud gruiefully lioiiored lor our , 
rrlnid.Hliiii, Kiiglund, inir mother iia- 
lion: cmr civlllzuilon is Ihigltsli, Tlie 
bbiod iliat Ilow' i|i our veins, our, 
Iii.si|inilons, our Hb>Tiy, our law. oiir 
ill- i-ature, me KukIIsIi.

in English homes, and know the truth 
and fealty of English hearts. Some 
of us have stood In great English 
churches, in the old abbey at West- 
minister and been thrilled aa we 
thought of the great men whose dust 
repose there. Our great heroes, as 
much os theirs, 

Shall we fight France? There 
was a time in our poverty and dis- 
tress and sore need when France 
stood by us, and we know not to- 
night whether we u*oiild be a people 
among the peoples of the earth were 
It not for their timely help. Shall 
we fight Qermsw? Ties of trade, of 
education, end or friendship bind us 
ever closer to the German people. 
But Russia! There are men In this 
presence who remember the days of 
I86t to 1865, when almost every na- 
tion In Europe was hostile, and 
seemed about to throw their influence 
with the disrupting forces of the 
Soul.h. The voice of Russia rang 
clear and true and strong for our 
nationality at that time, and Russia 
to-day in the travail of her great 
struggle to bring forth freedom, — the 
freedom that Tolstoi has tolled and 
written and sacrificed and prayed for, 
—shall we fight Russia, our historic 
and true friend Russia? When she 
looks across the sea for sympathy In 
her struggle, shall we send hostile 
fleets and hatred and bayonets and 
bullets, or shall we send gratitude 
and good will and prayers for the 
future of great free Russia? 

But look intd Asia at China and 
Japan. They are our friends. They 
are opening their ports and extend- 
ing favor to us as to no other people. 
They are stretching out their hands 
to America for help in the great up- 
ward climb which they are Just now 
beginning. We have no ancient and 
historic enmities. We are at peace 
with all mankind. Why should we 
prepare for war with any? Let us 
suggest an amendment to that unrea- 
soning phrase, and instead of “In 
time of peace, prepare for war,” let 
us substitute, “In time of peace, pre- 
pare for peace.” Let us excel In oc- 
cupations of peace, agriculture, and 
manufactures, and trade and com- 
merce, and education and religion, the 
things that make for the uplifting and 
the strengthening of the nobler life of 
mankind. Let us honor the heroes of 
peace, not to withhold the monument 
from the brave soldier or sailor, but 
of the heroes of peace, lei us sound 
their praises in the ears of our chil- 
dren until they see that there is 
something belter evn than the glitter 
and the tinsel of the soldier and the 
sailor. Is It a fact as these friends 
of peace tell us, that two-thirds of 
Uncle Sam’s Income goes to the main- 
tenance of war, preparations for the 
future aud taking care of the results 
of past struggles? And Is it a fact 
as they tell us that It costs to shoot 
a single projectile in these days of 
modern gunnery as much aa the ex- 
pense of a four-years’ course In col- 
lege? Then I take it that there may 
be income in ordinary channels of 
war that could be . diverted into the 
channels of peace and we could beau- 
tify our cities, we could Irrigate our 
vast arid fields in tbe West, we could 
train up a better clllzenshlp, and we 
could build up a sentiment of friend- 
ship and good will for all people on 
the earth that should be a better de- 
fense to us than forts or arsenals, 
than navy or cannon. (Applause^) 

Rev. William E. Huntington 

I am for peace — if I have to fight for 
It. I did have to once before I went 
lo college.— I had to go through two 
campaigns in our Civil War. The fire 
burned in luy bones, the fire of war , 
as the fire of peace burns there to- 
night, for a dire necessity was upon 
us. 1 do not suppose any but those 
who lived through that period, 'sixty- 
one to ‘sixty-five, can realize how the 
depths of our souls were stirred by 
the great movement, the conscientious 
South on the one side and the loyal 
North on the other. My father pled, 
and niy mother prayed with me, that 
1 might not go, but 1 would go and I 
do not lay it to any deep patriotism 
III my boyish heart, but lo the esprit 
de corps throughout my neighborhood. 
Any one who has been through any 
form of war will echo the sentiment 
of Gen. Sherman as lu the essence of 
war. 1 saw enough Oi ii. and 1 saw 
rather the milder phases of our Civil 
War. So I am for leuce, uml I hope 
we shall never have to fight tor our 
peace again on these shores. 

I am for peace, firs:, uecuu.so of the 
enormous waste of war. Thltik what 
it costs Germajiy. I suppose Germany 
may be taken as .i tyiilcal nation 
among European siaiea as ;v A-arllke 
people wlio have reducotl war lo a 
science, wiio know ovety foot of 
groutid that their armies might tram- 
ple ui)Ou in Europe, iii'ii>ped out no 
doubt Jind kept In tiio aniilves at 
Berlin as Von Mollke did before ilm 
Hrubsiaii \Vur. If It costs but $100 
or -100 murks to keip a soldier one 
year in the ranks of ih-^ army, 

what does It cost lo keoji iatU.oOO on 
foot? If diborgaiilZ'S luljor. Uer- 
many ouglil to be eoni|)a<s<-<l. l•’ralu■o 
i>iighl to be comiiacied Imo a pi'Othtc- 
iiig iiaiioii.

our continent in such shape that It 
presents by l^s very contour a ram- 
part against W'ar. The tumultuous 
sons on either hand are the great 
dikes which I think no enemy In our 
(imo or In the future will attempt 
to traverse. Our continent Is so built 
and so situated, isolated from the rest 
of the wxtrld. that the defenses are 
natural and we do not need these 
vast armaments, Theodore Roosevelt 
to the contrary notwithstanding. (Ap- 
plause.) 

We have commercial Interests that 
lock us with every nation of the globe. 

I know this Is rather a low argument 
appealing to the getting of gain. But 
we have an enormous product In 
America, our mines, our fields, our 
producing powers are enormous and 
we need the world ns a market place. 
We have become a world power. We 
have been thrown Into the great fam- 
ily of nations in such a way that we 
cannot turn aside from the fact that 
our nation must be a commercial 
power doing business with the whole 
world aud not simply In material 
things. From our Institution young 
people have gone out, to Japan, and 
they lovo those Japanese people to 
whom they now minister as they do 
the Americans. We have representa- 
tives in China, of whom one has 
reached imperial rank. So in India 
we have representatives who have 
gone out from our Instruction and 
they stand as representatives of 
American Ideas and civilization. So 
also in Africa and the Islands of the 
sea we have representatives of our 
Institution doing work for America 
and for truth. So for this great In- 
terchange of ideas we need peace. 
We have all been stirred of late by 
the great laymen’s movement In Bos- 
ton, the extent of which we are yet 
unable to see. What would happen 
to this desire to do good to those who 
sit in darkness, what would happen 
to those engaged In this work at 
home and abroad, if we should en- 
gage In warfare. It would paralyze 
these efforts that look toward the mil- 
lenium and promise great things for 
building up the kingdom of truth In 
all tbe world. 

So I say for all these reasons there 
should be conditions of peace estab- 
lished for tbe proper Intercourse of 
all world powers with the sister na- 
tions of tbe earth. 

Rev. George T. Smart, D.D. 

I think the hostess had a good deni 
of courage to Invite me to speak here 
this evening apparently unmindful of 
the fact that the people of my nation 
have been tramping with a warlike 
spirit up and down Great Britain 
since the year 55 B.C. and that does 
not take into account the people who 
had been tramping up and down that 
country a great many years before 
that time. I do think, however, as a 
man belonging to the English nation 
I have a right to say something lo 
take away the Impressions that peo- 
ple do seem to have of the nation 
from which I come. The greatest 
American humorist says, speaking of 
Americans, — Blessed are the meek, 
for they shall inherit the earth. Let 
me tell you a story in reference to 
the Scotch people which I think Is 
rather appropriate to this occasion 
and the purpose I have In mind. A 
certain Scotchman had not been very 
regular in his attendance at church, 
and the minister seeking him out de- 
sired to know why he had been so 
irregular. “Well,” said he, “for a few 
weeks past I have been trying’ to 
linker my own soul.” Ladles and gen- 
tlemen. the people who have been 
trying to attend to the peace of the 
w.orld have not been doing It very 
well, and I think it is about time- for 
some of us plainer citizens to do a 
little tinkering and see If it is not 
possible to reach better conclusions 
than those which have been reached 
after the expenditures of such large 
sums of money and a large amount of 
human endurance. 

The worldly minded have ever 
deemed tbe earnest and reformatory 
spirit a fair subject for the shafts of 
ridicule. I remember, for instance, 
Ben Johnson's laughable caricature of 
the Puritan Reformer In Bartholomew 
Fair where the dramatist describes 
Zeal-of-the-Lond-Busy as attempting to 
get aound his puritan conscience and 
go to the Fair, and even oat Roast 
Pig so long as It be with a reformed 
mouth. Yet the straugo humors of 
the Puritans were more than equalled 
by the conceits of the gallants and 
cavaliers. The Reformer Is bound to 
be In earnest, dreadfully In earnest, 
for to Indict his age is a big task and 
allows few unbent moments. But the 
worldly minded do not own all the 
"cakes and ale.” It Is supposed that 
people who are morally In earnest 
cannot see any fun In life. I call at- 
tention to the fact that over and 
over again the men who have been 
morally In earnest are the greatest 
hiimorlsis in the world, and many 
limes moral reforms have come to 
puss on account of satire and humor. 
The English church certainly wus 
cleansed and purified as the result of 
I ho delicate raillery, of Chaucer In 
his poems. Voltaire lofornicd Europe 
by laughter lu many of Us foolish 
customs and conventions. Addison 
was u moral force tsecond to none 
save Wesley and Swift, In the eigh- 
teenth century, and ho purified society 
by laughter. We all remember tlio 
surging and sweeping humor of Car- 
lyle and how It siimuliiled men to 
(■nqulro Into the wretchedness of 
and how Uuskln hud much of 
iho sainu spirit in regard to an, and 
to come to our own time, how (leorge 
Bernard Shaw carries on tiu* iraill- 
lion ill socialistic imlliics. aud against 
ilio dominant noie of imperial war. 

It will not do for the men unlnier- 
ested In moral movetnotus, therefore, 
lu say that reformers an* loo porion- 
lioasly serious, uml that thi‘y have 
none of the elasticity of dlKiMiMltlon 
tliat makes men rcacli their ends 
ittslly. It will liatdiy lio lo say they 
iir<‘ 1<K) hiiiliborn in their morality and 
|•|gllll*<^UH overmuch. Tin- fai t U. tliui 
the im-n who opi-M.-e ri-lonn tire niuc-h 
more uimtiiiiitc ami niiyiel.lim; in iheir 
iittilmle, often never haviiiK fairly 
iim.sideied the riimiaiiii'iitul.s of the 
i|iieslloii at issue; but taking a posl- 
lUm delivered to them and keeping 
it, Thesi* B<ilcmn and oliHihiaie fol- 
lieH appear to me to be most itiulnly 
evident in thu mllttmy splili. 1 do 
jMit know a reKloii where men Imvu 
pei'HlHicd In uiifralifiil mo.k .- sa lung 


ns here. I do not know nnything that 
calls for tears so much. — or for shouts 
of laughter cither. — tliat men such 
mortals are. 

Just think for a moment of the 
philosophic position of the martial 
spirit, which Is in brief this: Always 
be ready to repel offence, I grant 
that apparently we have moved on 
from the earlier generations of these 
philosophers who said, “Be ready to 
ninkc offence,” but the mischief is 
that readiness against offence often 
makes the offence. Mark, that offence 
is deemed universal. You are to be 
ready against infinite iiossibllity. It 
is n nation against the world. You 
are to scan the horizon to w'atch for 
the cloud, and then >-ou are to rush 
thither and dissipate It by show of 
power and noise, as the Chinese drive 
away the eclipse by beating drums. 
And your show* of power Is just as 
effective as the beating of the drums. 

One moment we are ready against 
England, another we are to be ready 
against Germany who Is sore about 
tariff, another we are to be ready 
against Japan. The philosophies of 
war find their absolute In the seven 
seas and five continents. 

And what Is the end these solemn 
observers have In mind? One is sov- 
ereignity. The power of words Is 
never more seen than here. A nation 
wars for sovereignity, the power to 
keep and to rule. But the people who 
suffer and pay the costs never get 
the first hand contact with sovereign- 
ity. The soldier is less a sovereign 
than the ordinary citizen for he has 
sworn away his personal initiative, 
and tbe taxpayer gets little sover- 
eignity for his taxes. 

A second end Is the balance of pow- 
er. This has been Europe's quest 
during niy lifetime, and it never is in 
sight. Russia Is too strong, then let 
us combine against her; but Russia 
grows weaker; then Germany Is too 
' strong so have a two-pow’er navy. It 
Is ridiculous. The balance of power 
I is determined by the excess of mor- 
Qllt 3 *. and not of instruments of war. 

The third end is a share In trade. 
Is It true? You go to u'ar to keep 
the open door. And the minute you 
get inside the open door you slam it 
to keep other people out. That is 
what Japan did, what Germany .does, 
and what any nation does so far as 
it Is governed by the military spirit. 
It is bound to do this although it 
does not profess to do so. 

Most of all do we laugh at tbe 
means these observers advise to pre- 
pare for these great e'nds. For in- 
stance Is It not foolish to spend eight 
or nine million dollars on a battle- 
ship that will take three years to 
build and last ten years when it is 
built. If the accelleratioii goes on at 
the rate it lias done probably it will 
not be worth anything at the end of 
six years. Is It not folly? There Is 
a specimen of egregious folly that 
ought to be exhibited all over the 
world. But with all the endless treas- 
ure spent are we any safer than be- 
fore? They say: encourage invention! 
and then one laughs at the follies of 
iraxlUlon. When men are led to 
slaughter In dense masses because 
they always have moved so, — have 
worn impossible clothing for the same 
reason, — have used Impossible weap- 
ons, — and eaten impossible food. 1 
think if an ordinary minister were to 
lead troops Into battle, — fear, if noth- 
ing else would make him cast aside 
buttons and shiny swords, as marks 
for the enemy, and he would take ad- 
vantage of cover! 

And what Is the result on charac- 
ter? Can we safely afllrm that In 
periods when the nation Is listening 
to the philosophers of 'war with ac- 
quiescence, that, the nation is at Its 
best? Why dW Rome fall? Because 
it lost its blood for centuries. And 
what ages have been required to bring 
Italy again to her place In human so- 
ciety. The problems of peace are 
hard enough without the Interjection 
of these peccant humors of war. Shall 
we not refuse to be led by blind lead- 
ers. but tinker with our own souls a 
little ourselves. 

Rev. B. F. Trueblood 

Doctor Trueblood quoted Judge 
Raymond's chnracierizaiion of the 
friendly spirit which should prevail 
among nations, and found cause for 
encounigement and satisfaction In 
several recent acts of international 
slgniftcence which clearly mark the 
advancement of the world-wide senti- 
ment for universal peace. Continu- 
ing, ho said: 

After the Boxer uprising In China 
our government with others Insisted 
ui>on the payment of an Indemnitj'. 
The, Indemnity to our country was 
found to be about $11,000,000 more 
than was due to us for any damage 
that was done and instead of pocket- 
ing that money ns nations usually do 
and have done In the past, our gov- 
ei'iiment arranged for the paying back 
of that whole eleven millions of dol- 
lars. And this has done a groat deal 
to reconcile the Chinese people to 
the Injustice whicli many of us think 
our government Is doing lo the Chi- 
nese by our exclusion laws. 

A little while ogo when some Ger- 
man.4, Austrians and Russians hud 
deserted at Casabxtlauca, they were 
arrested by the French gendarme and 
imprisoned. The release of the three 
Cjcrnian soldiers was demanded. The 
French authorities claimed that they 
were acting strictly under Interna- 
tioiial law as the place was uuder 
milltury control. Instead of going to 
war at once over that tiilling Incident 
as tliey would have done 25 or 20 
y<*ai s ago. It was finally agreed, upon 
the iHoposul by Germany, lo submit 
the matter to arbitration, both oxpress- 
liig regrets that violence hud been 
coniiulned, and loth agreeing to make 
ucl;nowle«1gjneni of the result reached 
by tie c<iuri of arblliailon. That is 
till i vlili-nci' of tlie new spirit lu the 
imiioiis of Earopi’.

Two 
or three of the parties in Parliament 
made the same declaration, and the 
result is that by this action of the 
German people. German press, and 
German parliament, tbe whole diffi- 
culty Is quieting down, and the em- 
peror la likely to be less heard from 
in International affairs than hereto- 
fore. This is another evidence of the 
new spirit that Is prevailing among 
European people. 

The agreement which has just been 
made between our own government 
and the Japanese government as to 
their relations on the Pacific and In 
the empire of China Is one of the 
most Important things that has hap- 
pened In our day. It defines tbe at- 
titude of tbe two governments toward 
the whole Pacific region and will prob- 
ably make everybody happy in our 
country except perhaps Congressman 
Hobson who Is determined at all haz- 
ards to have our country have a scrap 
with Japan before be gets through. 

Naval and military men have been 
saying that the journey of our fleet 
around the world has Justified itself 
In proving that all the people visited 


were our friends. But the great fleet 
went out to convince our enemies on 
tbe other side of the world that we 
were armed and were waiting for 
them. If this fleet has found no ene- 
mies anywhere tbe logical thing for 
the President to do when the fleet 
comes home would be to quietly dis- 
miss the most of it and have leas 
fleet. That would be the logical thing 
If we have no enemies and these 
people are all our friends. 

Doctor Trublood said that in the 
several vlHages In the city of Newton 
there are 60 members of the Ameri- 
can Peace Society and that outside of 
Boston, Newton has the largest mem- 
bership of any city In New England. 
This meeting Is the first of a series 
of neighborhood meetings which the 
Society Intends to bold In various 
cities with a view to bringing the 
members who are resident in tbe 
same locality into closer touch with 
each other, and at tbe same time lo 
advance the public interest in tbe 
work of the society and build up its 
membership. As an experiment tbe 
membership fee was reduced last

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ANOTHER LETTER 

From Our Correspondent in 
5pain 


November 20. , 

In fair Sevilla, my flrat visit was to 
the greatest Gothic Cathedral in the 
world— only St. Peter’s, Rome, Is 
larger — and certainly no grander. The 
massive walls date from 1170 and the 
great Qisalda Tower, of which such 
a fine copy la on Madison Square 
Gardens, New York City, was the 
Minaret or Prayer Tower of the prin- 
ciple Moorish Atosque and was erected 
1184. It Is 60 feet square on the 
ground and 300 feet high, on top of 
which Is a bronze figure of Faith — 
Instead of the Diana of Madison 
Square, 

The Christian bells now call to 
prayer, in the same bell tower where 
formerly the Itiuezzin stood at sunrise 
and sunset to summon the faithful. 
So surely has Christianity driven out 
the Moslem — even In this land. 

The great gate guarded by the 
Apostles St. Peter and St. Paul, open 
Into a courtyard of orange trees, In 
fruit and bloom, across which I passed 
on my first visit to this, my first 
Spanish Cathedral. Words cannot ex- 
press the lofty grandeur of those 
g:reat white marble pillars. To look 
down the dim, cold vista was ample 
payment for the Journey, even before 
I explored the many chapels, full of 
treasures of art — the Murillos, Turbar- 
ana and Canos, which I bad all my life 
loved in reproductions. Cano's body 
lies In front of his magnificent crea- 
tion, the red marble Altar in the 
Trans-Cors of Granada’s Cathedral, 
but most of his pictures are In Se- 
ville and Madrid. We attended two 
high Masses here. 

After nine days In gay Madrid, we 
went to Toledo, fur the express pur- 
pose of seeing the Cathedral there. 
People told us It was an uninterest- 
ing place, but we found It perfectly 
charming, a walled city, set on a hill, 
commanding view of all the surround- 
ing country. The Alcazas Palace is 
not worth a visit, after that in Se- 
ville, but the Cathedral (first one, 587 
A. D. — present one, 1227 A.D.) is a 
perfect treasure house, full of jewels, 
real and artistic. The profusion of 
stained glass makes it glorious, and 
it is by far the most magnificent in 
Spain, if not in Europe. It is smaller 
than Seville, but as large as Cologne, 
and far more attractive. The High 
Altar and Choir are very rich in carv- 
ings, and the organ is fine. St. llde- 
fonse and the Chasuble bestowed on 
him by the Virgin, figure everywhere, 
in marble and on canvas — and there 
Is a special brass canopied altar of 
■white marble where In 666 A. D. she 
was supposed to have appeared to 
him, and in a grated niche Is the 
piece of marble her foot is said to 
have touched, wo n and chanelled by 
the fingers of the faithful who touch 
It, through the bars, and then kiss 
their fingers. The great w’est doors 
are never opened except for a king or 
cardinal and this cardinal, the chief 
ecclesiastic of all Spain travelled 
-down to Cordova In his private car 
attached to one train, on the next 
day. It was lined throughout with 
'brilliant red, and he wore some of the 
distinguishing vestments. At each 
country station the resident priests 
came down to meet the train and kiss 
Ills hand. 

The Treasury of the Toledo Cathe- 
dral occupies the main floor of the 
great tower and Is very closely locked 
and guarded. A priest accompanied 
us and our guide Into the room and 
an Archbishop and his acolyte joined 
the train before we got through the 
series of locked rooms. There Is a 
magnificent gold crucifix, the figure 
of Coral— and several jewelled ones — 
the great “Gold Bible,'* with finest Il- 
luminations I ever saw, in black let- 
ter, gold and colors. The page open 
was a Crucifixion, much gold, and 
beautifully drawn. Jewelled clasps to 
the heavy covers, and jewelled patens 
and chalices all around it, claimed my 
attention, until I heard the old priest 
say 100,000 seed pearls and 50,000 
larger pearls were on the great Cope 
in another case! It was solid pearl 
embroidery. The great collar and 
morse (clasp) were jewelled all over, 
solid, with emeralds, rubles, lapis la- 
zuli and pearls. Another had magni- 
ficent embroideries. The figure of the 
Virgin and Child were studded all 
over with large gems, and the Child’s 
girdle was all of great emeralds. A 
mitre hanging nearby was of rich em- 
broidery and gems. Here, too, was a 
service of Altar veaseU made of the 
first gold mlne\l In America and the 
four solid silver globes, of the Na- 
tions, of silver brought back by Col- 
umbus. Copies of them figured at the 
World’s Fair. Such magnificence was 
almost overpowering— but we were 
Imrrlod through It all, and then ush- 
ered into the Tapestry room, where 
wero dozens of hand einbroiderlea— 
C'opes — banners— Canopies, and Altar 
frontalB, in all colors and designs. I 
thought the million and a half dollars 
sot at the Royal Palace in Madrid the 
moat elegant 1 ever saw and so they 
wero, but here were dozens such. 
Then we were shown the beautifully 
(•arved wood lockers where the clergy 
and acolytes keep iheir veaimeuta In 
the vesting room uiljacent to the 
Sucrlsiry, wliere wer«.‘ frescoes rivaling 
those of the fuinous Slsllno Chapel. 
This led Into an octagonal room full 
of nlclu*s in whlcli wi'i'O the siu'rou 
and valuable raskcis, ur reliquaries, in 
wlilcli were ike rellcH of the true 
frusM. of ilie frown of Tlmrus. arms 
of Halnls, drops of mariysrs’ blood, for , 
which silver and jewelled alabaster , 
boxes were nolle loo expetislve. M> | 
chief d. light was the Chapter fuplUa ; 
-or Salon of the clergy of the fie 
(hedral— a I'oom \vitb%real. and lane 
ons pultitlngs. l.y Spain’s great artists., 
mid lielow them, a dtmble row of Arch- 
bi^hoim and fardlmils. dating from I 
fiHO to IbbT! Their names, portraits 


and dates oC birth and deaA. The 
mitres and pastoral staffs were gold 
gilt, and some of their Pectoral cross- 
es were jewelled. All around the 
great room were red leather covered 
settees and red chairs were grouped 
at the farther end around the Arch- 
bishop’s throne, on which was a small 
but choice painting of Nladonna and 
Child. 

In many of the Altar reredos, ^ 
great painting has the figure of Our 
Blessed Lord, In relief — a painted 
image— which has a startlngly realis- 
tic effect. The people seem very rev- 
erent — always In black — veiled In- 
stead of bonneted — but often come In 
and out of Alass with market baskets 
or babies in their arms. The choir 
boys chatter and prance round the 
choir and the movement la constant 
and rather bewildering. The organs 
' at Toledo and Seville are very fine — 

: I heal'd them several times — some- 
times being tuned— but I never let 
such trifles annoy me. It Is all a 
part of a moat entertaining show. I 
see none of the beautiful Spanish 
women, so lauded in old poems. At 
the opera In Aladrld, the Valkyrie in 
Spanish, we got almost one only 
glimpse of high life and the women 
marred their olive tint by loads of 
paint! The great vlsigothlc walls 
and gateways, and the old Roman re- 
mains of Toledo made us Realize the 
extreme age of the City and of the 
Cathedral. Everywhere the famous 
steel wares, Inlaid with gold, was on 
sale. It is very expensive as well as 
seductive, and my friend added dag- 
ger to dagger, and sword cane to pen- 
cil. until the two days’ expenses 
mounted far Into three figures. The 
beautiful little new Hotel Cartlllla 
was empty, and it would almost bave 
been cheaper to buy It, as I suggest- 
ed; for so few visitors come to Spain, 
that the few who do bave to pay 
roundly for their pleasures, more than 
double what is high in Italy and all 
Continental Europe. We spent six 
forlorn hours in Cordova — chiefly to 
see the old Mosque, which is now a 
Cathedral. It is the only thing in the 
town worth seeing, but we proved to 
be a show for the natives. 

We arrived In a dark, early morn- 
ing. and after breaking our fast with 
coffee, rolls, and pomgranites, I saun- 
tered forth without a guide, confident 
that I could find the way, by the 
“narrow street all the way.” It was 
narrow enough, but not straight — it 
wound and turned corners, and finally 
a persistent Frencti-speaklng veteran 
got the job. for I could never have 
‘arrived’’ alone. I had to step Into a 
doorway to let a laden donkey pass 
In the roadway — no sidewalk! Final- 
ly a magnificent view burst upon me; 
a tall monumental shaft on which was 
San Rafael, the Patron Saint of Cordo- 
va, overhung the brink of the Quadal- 
qulolr — where repairs w«re going on 
over the old bridge. We went outside 
the walls and great gates, to get the 
fine view, and then returned to the 
old Mosque — to enter one of its badly 
“restored” portals. A perfect forest 
of columns of marble, red — black — 
white — In the midst of which was a 
modern Roman (’athollc Chapel — the 
present Cathedral. Two Masses were 
going on in side chapels, and the 
guide satirized the small Christian 
worship asb compared with the ini- 
nienso apace covered by the old 
Mosque. 

Leaving Cordova, in a rather dis- 
gusted frame of mind, we travelled 
up. up, round, in, out and still up — to 
Granada — where we are ensconced In- 
side the Fairyland of Washington Ir- 
ving, of which you can all read. The 
glories of Nature interest me more 
than (he old ruins! I have been Into 
the glorious old gardens and sat en- 
tranced hy the strange foreign foli- 
age — great walls covered with blue 
plumbago, creeping columbine and Ivy 
— out of which branches of red-red 
roses spring, thirty feet up In the air 
— with astors, celandine and roses of 
all colors lu box bordered beds all 
around me, and tbe snow topped Si- 
erra Nevadas across the inter-vale, 
seemingly only a few miles from all 
i,hls summer heat and bloom. This 
afternoon I went ’way across the town 
to the monastery of El Cartuja, where 
a blue robed sister showed me the 
.Maternity Hospital and Creche, with 
its double row of tiny Iron bassiiielB. 
covered closely with white muslin dru- 
liery, and a chorus of tiny voices, 
walling for food! The ward beyond 
was of full sized beds, all empty and 
neatly made, and covered with red 
Chintz covers. There is an old man’s 
ward — an old woman’s home — and 
an orphanage for over 150 boys, who 
flocked round the strange visitor. I 
was glad to have this experience and 
to see how the Roman Church takes 
cnie of Its poor in Spain. 

Not Urea enough, I mounted the 
steep long hill above here, to see the 
Cumpo Santo. It Is not as line ns the 
Italian ones — espoclully those In 
Genoa and Pisa. The location la way 
out of town, and nearer the beautiful 
snowy mountains, which wore all rosy 
wltli the hues of the setting sun. 1 
followed along behind a humble funer- 
al [uuty, to si‘e how they do it here. 
'I'he body was on a shiiUow llul tray, 
about like the dress tray of iiiy trunk. 
She hud on a wreath of white artltl- 
idal llouers uml some white lace 
around lier .shoulders, ujid over all a 
pink netting or veil. The four benr- 
i-rs, and nboul tight uUeuduni men. 
ami two little boys, Imited a minute 
Un- II prle.si’s Ides.sing and ilieu 
vvallied I'liiddly up tbe main piub—oui 
to Itie right lies u beauiitul t'rueillx 

tile ItedemiUorlsi Fatlicrs”— 

out luross the outside grates, up a 
Mieep bank, evidently, ftaim its seiint 
.losses of \t»»Hl. for the very |K>or-- 
wiiere they were met by two men. 
with pbk and shovel, wlio liegiiii to' 


dig a shallow grave— while the white- 
kerchiefed only woman of the party 
began to denude the corpse — flrat of 
her pink mosquito netting — then of 
her wreath and her white lace man- 
tilla, all of which she carefully folded 
across her arm. They were really 
loo poor to afford to bury such funer- 
al clothes which may serve for gen- 
erations. Then the small boy who 
had patiently followed with the pyra- 
midal oover of white pine boards, 
closed It over the body, and the be- 
reaved husband and children gathered 
round closer, while each one present 
threw In his clod of earth. There I 
left them, the sad party, up on the 
outside ridge of God’s Acre, silhou- 
etted against tbe sunset glory, with 
the Sierra Nevadas. paling to blue 

against the after-glow more than 

ever thankful that my lot is cast In 
Massachusetts, at the beginning of 
Ibis Christian twentieth century.

Recollections of a 'New England 
Educator 

By William A. Mowry. Ph.D., LL.D.. 
Joint Author of “Essentials of 
United States History,” “First Steps 
In the History of Our Country,” 
“American Pioneers,” etc. Illus- 
trated. 194 pages. Silver, Burdett 
& Co. 

The book Is not an autobiography. 
It treats of the different stages of 
educational development from a broad, 
well-balanced point of view. Dr. Mow- 
ry makes tbe reader see all the way 
around the subject, at the same time 
giving him the feeling of personal as- 
sociation. The quaintness of tbe old- 
fashioned district school Is humorous- 
ly set forth; the author’s experience 
as a country schoolmaster Is delight- 
fully told; tbe charm of school life 
at Phillips Academy, Andover, with 
an inspiring account of Dr. Samuel 
H. Taylor’s wonderful art of teaching, 
1 b vividly described, and there Is a 
graphic sketch of the Brown Univer- 
sity faculty. 

From his successful and varied ex- 
perience as an educator and as the 
editor of educational journals tbe au- 
thor is able to give many valuable 
suggestions. No teacher can fail to 
profit by his practical advice. There 
Is almost no subject connected with 
school affairs on which Dr. Mowry 
does not touch. There are practical 
points of discipline, methods of in- 
struction, schoolroom apparatus, im- 
provements in the curriculum, the 
construction of school buildings and 
many other matters which are con- 
stantly In the minds of teachers, su- 
perintendents and every one interest- 
ed in school affairs. 


BOSTON CHARTER REVISION 

Practical Politics, whose satire is 
always interesting, and sometimes 
' true, hits the nail on the bead in its 
I recent article on “Boston Charter Re- 
I vision,’’ a portion of which Is gdven 
j below: 

I It is high time to speak a word in 
I behalf of sanity in treating municipal 
I conditions. Apparently scores of peo- 
ple in this section, but mainly non- 
residents who have no Intimate knowl- 
edge of municipal conditions in Bos- 
ton, have lost their heads over the 
subject of charter revision for tbe 
city. Men who would not be consid- 
ered. competent to prepare or amend 
a charter for a corporation doing a 
business of $10,000 a year are coming 
to the front gravely and telling the 
people what must be done In order to 
save the city of Boston — a corporation 
which expends more than $40,000,000 
every year and receives as much 
more. 

If a man cannot get his name Into 
the paper as a candidate for office, he 
can get it In as a charter revisionist. 
.Men who 12 months ago had'just 
awakened to the fact that there were 
evils of graft and waste In Boston 
which demanded consideration and 
remedy are now coming solemnly to 
the front and telling the people of 
Boston that their charter Is all wrong 
and that with a new charter, built on 
lines differing altogether from tbe 
lines which have' done service for 
many years, graft will disappear, 
waste will be unknown, every citizen 
will be converted into a reformer, and 
nobody but good men will aspire for 
the right to govern Bostton and spend 
its money. 

This condition would be humorous 
were It no pathetic. It la due to tbe 
professional upllfters. They meant 
well, for they were earning their 
bread and butter even while they up- 
lifted, but they have raised a crop of 
followers and are responsible for a 
variety of panceas which sooner or 
later will give the envious a chance 
to sneer ul Boston once more as the 
unrivalled home of the faddists. It 
seems, indeed, as if some of those who 
formerly made a specialty of devising 
new forms of religious faith had di- 
verted their attention to devising new 
charters for the city of Bostton. 

Wo are assured by eminent theor- 
ists who never did a day’s work in 
L’ounectloii with the actual govern- 
ment of u city that Boston needs 
government by commission. Why? It 
worked well In Galveston, In tbe shad- 
ow and under the pressure of a great 
imbUc entuatrophe; It has worked well 
in Ues Moines, Iowa, which is not 
lloston, and it is believed that It will 
work well in Haverhill — for a season. 
Pres. Eliot of Harvard, who Is not an 
expert on munielpul government, but 
who is an exi-ellent college president.

MUZZLE YOUR OOQ 

To the Editor of the GRAPHIC:— 

Sir: — I have read with great Inter- 
est Dr. Lowe’s timely and valuable 
letter on "Muzzling” In the GRAPHIC 
of Dec. 4th, and wish to express my 
approval of all that he says. Until 
recently I must confess that I was a 
sceptic In regard to human rabies; I 
mean the transference of canine ra- 
bies to the human species. I have 
visited the Pasteur Institute at Mexi- 
co City with Its clinic of nearly 30 
patients a day, and followed the whole 
process from the inoculation of the 
rabbits to the Injection of the pa- 
tients, but there seemed to be no 
proof; when I spoke to the director 
and asked him in regard to the point 
which troubled me be smiled, 
shrugged his shoulders and replied 
“Quten sahe?” Within thf past year 
all doubts 'have been removed and I 
am now a firm believer In the occur- 
rence of human rabies. I bave bad 
undoubted proof of the development 
of the development of human rabies 
after a bite from a rabid dog. There 
I was no doubt that the dog had rabies, 

I and equally, no doubt that the man 
bitten died of rabies, for It was proved ■ 
I In both cases by the inoculation of I 
' guinea pigs, which afterwards devel- ' 
I oped rabies, and I feel that every one 
I should know what to do in case he or 
J hla dog Is bitten by a supposedly ra- 
bid dog. 

When a person has been bitten by 
a supposedly rabid dog. every effort 
should be made to catch tbe animal 
so that he can be killed and examined. 
If the result of the examination be 
negative, then, as Dr. Lowe very truly 
says; “Forget It,” and go about with 
an untronbled mind. If tt Is positive, 
apply at once to 'the Board of Health 
for the Pasteur treatment. 

If. unfortunately, the dog escapes 
and no e.xamination can be made, it 
Is better to take Uie treatment any- 
way. Even If the dog was not rabid 
it can do no harm; the director of 
the Mexican institute told me that 
he himself had taken the treatment 
with no ill effects; and if the dog was 
rabid It may save one from develop- 
ing rabies. 

It Is very necessary, especially at 
this time, not to lose our heads and 
become hysterical over the subject. 
Every dog that acts qiicerly Is not ra- 
bid, but he should bo carefully w’atch- 
ed. Almost the first symptom of ra- 
bies Is a change In temperament; the 
affectionate dog becomes snappy, and 


the ugly, snappy dog becomes affec- 
tionate. In any case, be becomes rest- 
less and nervous: there Is a running 
at the nose, a marked disposition lo- 
choke and to try to vomit; he will not 
eat or drink, and his bark becomes 
husky. When these signs are noticed 
the dog should be put under restraint 
and a veterinarian called to see him. 

If your pet dog seems to have a 
bone stuck in his throat don’t try to 
clear H with your bare band. He 
probably will not bite you, but you 
may scratch your finger on a tooth 
and his saliva is probably dangerous. 
Don’t be always looking for suspicious 
symptoms, but be quick to notice any 
marked change. Tbe dog that Is sick- 
ening with Fables will spare his 
friends as long as possible: speak to 
him firmly and be will probably obey 
and you can shut him up without 
danger to yourself. If you must han- 
dle him put on heavy gloves, the bite 
Is less dangerous when It takes place 
through a covering, and moat of the 
fatal cases have been when the vic- 
tim was bitten on tbe face or hands. 

Rabies can be stamped out, for tbe 
disease does not originate de novo: 
each victim must be Infected by some 
creature which already has the dis- 
ease, but to get it under control re- 
quires unceasing vigilance. 

The necessity of proper muzzling 
cannot be too strongly urged upon 
every dog owner, for it does no good 
to muzzle 95 per cent, of our dogs 
and let 5 per cent, go unmuzzled or 
what is worse, improperly muzzled. 
If your dog runs at large, even though 
properly muzzled, examine him care- 
fully when be returns and if be shows 
marks of bites, shut him up. In over 
so per cent, of cases the disease mani- 
fests Itself within two months after ! 
the animal is bitten. 

I would ask any dog owner who has 
to have his dog killed to notify the 
Board of Health immediately so that [ 
tbe head can he taken and examined, 
as by this means only can the neces- 
sary data be obtained.

spring from |2 to $1 a year, 600 new 
members have been added In the past 
aix months, and the public Interest 
In the movement Is still growing. It 
is the hope and aim of the officers 
of the society that 1,200 new mem- 
bers may be added within the next 
six months, and Doctor Tnieblood ex- 
tended a cordial Invitation to all citi* 
zena of Newton to associate them- 
selves with the movement, which was 
characterized by :vir. Asquith, Prime 
minister of Great Britain, at tbe Ix}n- 
don Peace Conference last August, as 
the greatest reform movement before 
the world. 

During the evening copies of the 
following petition were banded the 
members and Mrs. Lowell stated that 
200 million signatures would be se- 
sured before the third Hague Con- 
ference: 

TO THE GOVERNMENTS 

Represented at the Third Hague 
Conference 

Whereas, we, the undersigned, citi- 
zens of different nations, believe that 
adjustment of all International Inter- 
ests by arbitration treaties and their 
complement, arbitration courts, will 
minimize the necessity of armaments 
and effect tbelr gradual reduction; 
and 

Whereas, we wish to voice our grati- 
tude for the official steps already 
taken In this direction, and to sup- 
port further concerted action; 

Therefore, we respectfully petition 
that at tbe Third Hague Conference 
a general international treaty be 
agreed upon, by virtue of which It 
shall be a matter of honour with each 
nation 

First: To adjust at tbe earliest 
dates possible, all its international in- 
terests by Treaties containing an ar- 
bitration clause for unforeseen diffi- 
culties; and 

Second: Also to refer all difficulties 
that may arise, before the completion 
of such adjustment, from any Interna- 
tional Interest not yet covered by an 
arbitralion treaty, to an international 
commission for examination and a de- 
cision. which decision, provided that 
it does not endanger the possibility 
of self-preser\'ation and development 
of either of the litigant nations, shall 
be regarded as final.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: — 

May I be permitted to trespaaa upon 
your space sufficiently to comment on 
the recent address at Newton on Anti- 
vaccination? Ordinarily one does not 
trouble to notice these vagaries of 
otherwise supposedly worthy persons, 
but in such a case as' this so much 
harm may be Inflicted upon Innocent 
persons who may be influenced by 
their plausible statements tbat it can- 
not be passed over in silence. 

In the fli-st place, no one w'ho knows, 
believes that vaccination absolutely 
prolects a person from small pox. It 
would be absurd to make any sicb 
claim. w*ben even the disease Itself 
does not always confer such protec- 
tion. We do believe, yes we know, in 
so far ns it is possible to say that we 
know anything, that proper vaccina- 
tion and rovaccination does reduce 
the liability of a community to an out- 
break of smallpox. 

Tbe Royal Commission on Vaccin- 
ntion In its report, made in 1896, found 
that vaccination diminishes the liabil- 
ity to be attacked by small pox: that 
It modifies the character of the dis- 
ease and renders It less fatal and of 
a milder and less severe type: that 
tbe duration of the protection cannot 
be Axed with precision, but may be sot 
at nine or ten years: and that the pro- 
tection is greatest where the vaccin- 
ation has been most thorough; tbat 
the pow’er to modify the disease does 
not diminish as rapidly aa its protec- 
tive Influence against attacks and its 
efficiency during the later periods of 
life * * * is still cousiderable: that 
revaccination restores the protective 
power * * * and to insure the highest 
degree of protection, should be repeat- 
ed at intervals. 

In Germany where vaccination and 
revRccInation is most thorough the 
figures are very instructive. In 1872 
tbe mortality from small pox in Prus-I 
sla was 262 per 100,000. In 1874, vac- 
cination and revacclnatlon were made 
compulsory and tbe mortality almost 
immediately fell to 3.60 per 100,000, 
and in 1886 It was only 0.39. In 1891 
there were but 40 deaths from small 
pox throughout the whole German Em- 
pire. 

In the address referred to tbe speak- 
er says that the antivaccinators only 
ask for liberty to exercise their own 
judgment. If they were tbe only per- 
sons who would be harmed by so do- 
ing we would gladly let them have 
their wish; tney would soon disappear 
from the face of the earth, but unfor- 
tunately Their example would lead 
others to follow in their footsteps and 
we should tmve an increasing number 
of unvaccinated persons who would re- 
quire care when their inevitable fate 
overtook them. Moreover it is a 
praiseworthy act to prevent a man 
from doing harm to himself. In cer- 
tain communities attempted suicide is 
a crime and failure to protect one- 
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self sgsinst s fstsl dleesee Is csrtslB- 
ly conslractlve salclde. 

I freely admit that more vaccinated 
persona contract email pox than do 
unvacclnated, but tbe reason la very 
simple: tbe vaccinated pereona out- 
number the unvaccinated; but wbeo 
we look at tbe mortality the figures 
change. 

Out of a total. of 2815 cases of small 
pox treated during five years, 2308 
had been vaccinated at least once and 
of this number 286, or 12.4 per cent, 
died, while out of 512 tmvaccinated 
persons 325 or 63.5 per cent, were 
fatal cases. 

My own experience with small pox 
has been very slight but such as it is 
it bas confirmed my belief in the pro- 
tection of vaccination. 

In the outbreak in Newton In 1901-2 i 
I personally saw and handled every 
case of small pox which occured and 
was In tbe small pox hospital frequent- 
ly; but neither I, nor the other phy- 
sicians who saw the cases, nor the 
ntirses who took care of them, devel- 
oped small pox, although the only pro- 
tective measure was revacclnatlon. On 
the other hand the two physicians re- 
ferred to In the address, who do not 
believe In the protective power of re- 
vaccination, both developed the dis- 
ease, although the exposure was much 
less than In the other instances. 

As to the two gentlemen themselves, 
each one had been vaccinated at least 
once, and It w’as to this that they owed 
' the mildness of their attacks. Of the 
nurses, one at least to my certain 
knowledge had been vaccinated. So 
much for the facts In regard to tbat 
episode. 

Further examples of the protective 
power of a recent vaccination may be 
shown in the case of one family of 
seven persons where small pox had 
existed for some time before It was 
I discovered. When the house was vis- 
ited flve members were found til or 
convalescing from small pox, and two 
tree from infection nor did they after- 
wards develop the disease. The flve 
bad never been vaccinated, while the 
two who remained well had had a suc- 
cessful revacclnaiion a few months 
previous. In another family who had 
all had tl],e same exposure, only one 
look tbe disease: this was the only 
unvacclnated member of the family. 

Vaccination properly performed on 
a proper subject is harmless and 
leaves no ill effects. 

Vaccino-syphills, the great bug bear 
of the time when arm to arm vaccin- 
ation was in vogue, is no longer a dan- 
ger to be feared, and with tbe care 
now exercised In selecting the animals 
which furnish the vaccine the fear of 
other diseases may he put aside. 

The accidents of vaccination are due 
to lack of proper care In performing 
the operation. The removal of a splin- 
ter from the finger If carelessly done, 
may cause the loss of an arm or even 
life, yet no one ever thinks of putting 
the blame upon the operation of re- 
moving the splinter: it Is put upon the 
careless surgeon where it belongs. So, 
in vaccination. If there Is an accident 
the blame should be put on the vaccin- 
ator who used an unclean Instrument 
or failed to clean the skin properly. 
As much care should be exercised in 
performing a vaccination as in doing 
a lapajrotomy: in fact there should be 
more care, for if a patient succumbs 
after a laparotomy no one thinks of 
condemning the operation itself, but If 
a child who has been vaccinated so 
much as develops vaccinia tbe fact Is 
used as an argument against all vac- 
cination. In conclusion tbe harmless 
operation of vaccination offers the 
best method of protection against 
smallpox which medical science has 
discovered up to tbe present time, and 
It is almost incredible that any one 
can be found who will deny the ad- 
mitted facts, but ihere are those of 
whom it is truly written* though thou 
shouldest bray a fool in a mortar 
* * * yet will not his foolishness de- 
part from him.”

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IN MEMORIAM. 

Mrs. Josaph H. Whaalock, 

By Rev. O. O. Washbnm of 
Everett, Mass. 

I have noted with Interest the brief 
report of the recent funeral of tbe late 
Mrs. Joseph H. Wheelock of Washing- 
ton street, Newton, In the ^ Newton 
Graphic. But as Mrs. Wheeloc*k was In 
some ways a remarkable woman with 
a large circle of friends in Grace 
church (of which for over twenty- 
five years she was a useful and con- 
sistent member) and as sbe was be- 
loved and respected by many friends 
and relatives outside, I offer for your 
paper a fuller sketch of her useful life. 

Mrs, Wheelock was a woman of un- 
common force and beauty of charac- 
ter, a universal favorite. Her maiden 
name was Emily Pond Ckiolidge — She 
came of old New England stock; her 
father the late Joseph CooIIdge of 
West Sledway was a man of integrity 
and piety. Her mother Emily Pond 
was one of a large family of daugh- 
ters who like their father were read- 
ers and shoo] teachers. She came 
from the Pond family which contribu- 
ted Rev. Enoch Pond D. D. to Bangor 
Theological Seminary and Handel 
Pond to the musical world. And 
which has been promient for genera- 
tions in Eastern New England. 

Mrs. Wheelock was herself a woman 
of noble appearance, of unusual taste 
and refinement, quite an artist in dress 
— with the culture that comes from 
foreign travel. She had large execu- 
tive and business ability shown in the 
management of her spacious borne. In 
her husband’s prolonged absences in 
the wool business, in which he was 
very successful. The ladles of Grace 
church recognized her business ability 
and made her Treasurer of their Ben- 
evolent Missionary Society in wblcb 
for years she had charge of the pur- 
chases. 

She was a woman of courage and 
good cheer. In bereavement and trial j 
a way of practical help to all around 
her. She was geulal and sympathetic, a 
true friend, a wise counsellor. Her 
hospitality was generous and cordial 
to her friends and relatives — who 
loved her devotedly, and will miss her 
sadly. Sbe was a good wife and 
inwher— Her only child — a boy, dying 
while they were still In their Woon- 
socket, R. I. home. She was a sincere 
and reverent Christian, and when 
health permitted, constant in her at- 
tendance on tbe Sanctuary. She was 
practical and considerate in her char- 
ities, and so unostentatious about 
them, that few knew their extent. 

Mrs. Wheelock died of quick diabet- 
is— so rapid — that few knew of her ill- 
ness till called to the funeral — Sbe was 
about the house on Friday, saw her 
friends on Sunday, unconscious Mon- 
day, died Tuesday, and was buried 
Friday the 27th of November, Thanks- 
giving week. 

By a kind providence — after a long 
absence in England, Mr. Wheelock w'as 
at home when the bereavement came. 
With her, by her request the beautiful 
spot in Newton cemetery was selected 
as her last resting place. He was able 
to minister to her when she was strick- 
en, and hear her last words. 

A large number of friends and relat- 
ives filled the home on Washington 
street, which she had adorned 
with things of beauty, floral tributes 
rich and abundant testified to the love 
and esteem which she commanded. 

Her Pastor, tbe Rev. L. McLure, D. 
D. Rector of Grace church read with 
feeling, besides the familiar service, 
the bynm, "Nearer My God to Thee.” 
A favorite cousin, Rev. O. G. Wash- 
burn of the Courtland street church, 
Everett, paid a simple tribute to her 
memory. The Rev. S. K. Dyke of the 
Baptist church, Milford, offered spray- 
er of sympathy. 

Mrs. Wheelock is survived by her 
husband — a successful wool factor-^ 
At times one of tbe wardens of Grace 
church — and by her sister, Mrs. May 
Young, who with an only daughter 
lives in West Medway. They will have 
the especial sympathy of the many 
friends and relatives— who knew tbe 
rare worth and loveliness of Mrs. 
Wheelock .

An Interesting hearing on the best 
form of traps In plumbing a bouse 
was the feature of the meeting of the 
board of aldermen last Monday even* 
Ing. It arose over the appeal taken 
by David Craig, a Boston plumber, 
from the decision of the Inspector of 
buildings that a certain form of trap 
which Mr. Craig desired to use in the 
residence of Mr. E. E. Kent on Water* 
■ton road, was contrary to the ordin- 
ance of the city. Mr. Craig was grant- 
ed a hearing on his appeal and con* 
tended that the form of trap he de- 
sired complied with the ordinance 
which required a brass clean out 
■crew on the “house side of the trap.*' 
It was admitted that the trap In ques- 
tion had the clean out screw on top 
of the trap and that It was not below 
the water line. Mr. Craig contended 
that the inspector went too far afield 
In objecting to this kind of a trap. In- 
spector of Plumbing M. B. Coleman 
stated that in making bis examination 
of this house he had found three traps 
contrary to the city ordinances and 
bad reported the matter to Inspector 
of Buildings, Geo. H. Elder. Mr. Elder 
then read the correspondence which 
had passed betw’een him and Mr. 
Craig, and Mr. Coleman then stated 
that since the appeal bad been taken 
he had obtained expert opinions from 
the Plumbing inspectors of Brookline 
and W^altham, the supervisor of 
Plumbing of Boston, Mr. John F. Mc- 
Carrow, a master plumber and Mr. 
Lyons, who bad charge of the plumb- 
ing just installed in the new Harvard 
Medical school. All these letters up< 
held Mr. ColemanV contention that 
the Craig trap did not comply with 
the Newton ordinance and was objec- 
tionable in many ways. Mr. Craig in 
rebuttal stated that he presumed this 
matter w'as to be decided upon Its 
merits and that if given time he could 
have obtained hundreds of letters en- 
dorsing bis side of the case. He said 
he had placed dozens of these traps 
in Boston and they were endorsed by 
Frederick Tudor, the well known en- 
gineer. He said he had been in the 
plumbing business since 1877 and 
thought he was well within the New- 
ton ordinance. The only question he 
declared was whether he was within 
his rights under this ordinance. Mr. 
Coleman read again from the Boston 
letter in which it was said that this 
form of trap was not permitted In that 
city, and then said that this trap 
could be arranged so as to vary the 
depth of the water seal, and that in 
effect it was simply a catch-basin be- 
tween the bouse and the sewer. Care- 
lessness In screwing on the brass 
cleanout would allow sewer gas to en- 
ter the house, and he declared It was 
out of date and not allowed in any 
city or town which governed these 
matters by regulation. Mr. Craig 
again contended that he was within 
the ordinance and stated that it the 
decision was against him the city of 
Newton must stand the expense. After 
a few questions had been asked and 
answered the bearing was closed. Al- 
derman Bacon brought up the matter 
Immediately and said that the ordin- 
ance obviously intended that the form 
of construction should prevent any 
■ewer gas entering the house thru 
the traps. Mr. Craig states that the 
■crew Is beyond the trap, 1 believe 
that the screw Is in the trap. It Is a 
catch-basin with the screw at the top. 
and that the facts justify us in voting 
to sustain the Inspector of Plumbing, 
and the decision was then unanimous- 
ly sustained. 

Prior to this bearing, other hearings 
were called at which no one appeared, 
as follows: 

West End Street Railway Co. for al- 
teration of tracks on Tremont park 
and Washington street, — Telephone 
Co. for attachments on Walnut street, 
and of the Gas Light Co. for poles on 
Rutbven road, and for attachments on 
Glenwood avenue, on the construction 
of concrete sidewalks on Melrose 
street under the betterment act, and a 
petition of C. C. Carley to sell de- 
natured alcohol. 

At the hearing on petition of the 
Telephone Co. for pole on Walker 
street, .Mr. Wadlelgh appeared In op- 
position. 

The Registrars of Voters submitted 
a report of tbe recount In the ballots 
cast for w’ard aldermen in ward 3 
■bowing that there was no change in 
the number as returned by the pre- 
cinct officers, and subsequently an or- 
der was passed making the formal de- 
claration of the result of the city 
election held December 8tb. 

Tbe Board of Health asked for an 
additional appropriation of (1800 to 
meet bills due the .Newton Hospital, 
which was granted.

He said he 
bad thoroly enjoyed political work and 
urged all young men to select the par- 
ty which best represented their ideas, 
and then follow that party. He be- 
lieved that one reason for tbe success 
of Che Republican machine in Newton 
was the fact that it had always sel- 
ected tbe best men for city office re- 
gardless of their political faith. He 
emphasized the fact that when com- 
plaints are made that things are cut 
and dried, such things have to be cut 
and dried, as some one has to do them, 
or you wouldn’t have the class of men 
that serve you to-day. The machine 
had to go down on its knees to obtain 
the services of some of the men in of- 
fice to-day. men whom you would trust 
with your private business, your es- 
tate after death or your bank.

SANITATION IN DAILY LIFE. 

By Mrs. Ellen H. Richards. 

From somewhat close observation 
and Inquiry during the past ten years 
I have come to the conclusion that 
nine-tenths of human Illness la caused 
by the food eaten, and that slx-teniha 
of the nine-tenths, or more than one- 
half of the whole, are caused by un- 
clean food. The disabling disturbanc- 
es of tbe system not fatal and of short 
duration, but which make up by their 
frequency and oause an alarming loss 
of time and energy, are nearly all due 
to unclean foods. There la, then. In 
the light of modem science, laid upon 
us, as house-wives, a burden of clean- 
ing to which that of Hercules was 
child’s play. Our two rivers will be 
named publicity and habits. The hab- 
its we shall grow In tbe minds of chlhd- 
ren, the light of publicity we shall 
turn upon existing conditions. 

Cleanness means freedom from for- 
eign matter; that is. not always living 
matter, but U is very apt to contain 
spores or resting stages of living mat- 
ter, which only await favorable media 
to spring into life. Such living organ- 
isms are spread by our restless habits, 

I as the gypsy moth has been spread. 

I They are carried from one place to 
' another, and scattered by dust. We 
shake our clothes and rugs out of the 
W^hdow. We allow our ash barrels to 
distribute our sweepings. We brush 
our trailing skirts In the face of the 
passer-by. We calmly see soft fruit 
and moist vegetables exposed to street 
dust. We patronize markets Innocent 
of hot water, or cold, for that matter. 
We take early vegetables from grow- 
ers without attending to thorough 
washing. Our scientific men, house- 
keeping In :^IanUa and Panama, could 
give us lessons If we would learn. In 
hook-worai countries they dip lettuce 
In hot water, then chill on Ice. 

As research goes further afield, food 
is found to be a greater carrier of dis- 
ease. There are several reasons why 
this should be so. Food (or man Is 
also food for lower organisms. It Is 
apt to be moist, and so favor growth. 
It cannot well be made antiseptic, and. 
as It is taken three times to five times 
a day, opportunities are many for con- 
tamination. Also, food from field to 
table passes through many hands, and 
thus chances are Increased. It might 
be said with little exaggeration that 
clean food means clean hands, and 
that this condition Is one of the rar- 
est to be found In our households to- 
day. It Is necessary to speak plainly 
and not to be squeamish. In order to 
fully understand the dangers to which 
the majority of mankind are exposed 
by tbe coudltiona under which we live. 

Close observation only Is now need- 
ed. In ihe light of the definite teach- 
ings of science, to cause all intelligent 
women to turn their attention to tbs 
habits of handling food materials In all 
places, — markets, shops, delivery wag- 
ons. kitchens, and tables. If hands, 
receptacles, and Inipleraenls are un- 
clean, the prepared food will not be 
clean. Tbe place to begin, therefore, 
la with clean hands for all but tilt* 
few foodstuffs wUh which human 
hands hardly come In contact. 

If U Is true — and It seems to be well 
known— that digestive troubles are In- 
creasing, U points directly to tbe dan- 
ger of unclean food, and that comes 
back to the housewife, both for her 
own tack of care lu her domain and 
her lack of social couiclence, which 
demands cleanllneia on every hand. 


Habits never to be forgotton must be 
Inculcated In the chlMren, and Insisted 
upon throughout the whole region of 
food handling. Higher standards In 
the home will mean higher standards 
la markets. In delivery wagons. In ice- 
cream factories and bakeries. — Fed- 
eration Bulletin.

THREE MEN ON ASH CART. 

Indignation was strongly expressed 
in a meeting of the Newton city em- 
ptoyes’s union 12,280, Saturday even- 
ing, over a statement made by Mrs. 
Helen Robinson in tbe mass meeting 
in tbe high school aasembly hall the 
previous evening. In discussing how 
the city might economize In other de- 
partments and provide more money 
for schools Mrs. Robinson said that It 
might be advisable to abandon the 
practice of having “one man drive the 
ash wagons and two other plod along 
behind smoking.” 

The indignation expressed over this 
statement, which the members regard- 
ed as wholly unwarranted, waa so 
earnest and continued so long that the 
annua! election could not be held. A 
special meeting will be held December 
31 to choose ofileers for the coming 
year. 

A resolution was adopted condem- 
Ing tbe attitude of persons who criti- 
cized the work of the ash men. "It 
is poor policy to call the present meth- 
ods extravagance.*” it was stated. "It 
■is impossible to do such work satis- 
factorily with less than three men. 
The work. nM>reover, is such that tbe 
employes may perform It and smoke 
at tbe same time It they desire. The 
work done by faithful employes who 
receive such a small pittance as tbe 
laborers should not be criticized.*’

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ASSISTANCE IN THE HOUSEHOLD. 

The Servant Queallon. 

By J F. Friable, M. D. 

One of the greateet queatlons for 
the house mlatrcaa, today, ie the *'Ser* 
vant Girl**— "the Maid.,— the "Aeela- 
tant In the Home." 

Whether you have lady callers In 
your own home; whether you are cal- 
ling on others In their homes or wheth- 
er you meet them at the mountain or 
aea-side, the important subject of 
^‘Servant or Help," continually comes 
to the front and is a never ending 
theme for conversation. It Is even 
more prolific and Interesting than the 
weather and the fashions. 

It has been known for a long timo 
that girls from the Provinces — Ire- 
land — England and Scotland as well 
as those from Germany, Norway and 
Sweeden do not come here In such 
numbers as in the years gone by, — to 
go Into the homes as servants. 

It is In the opinion of the women 
In New England that, taken as a 
whole, for quality, competency and 
aimlabllity the now-coming girls are 
not equal to those of years ago. snd It 
Is almost universal complaint that It 
Is next to Impossible to secure a good. 

Very naturally the question arises. 

Very naturally the qiiestlou «»rl8fs, 
**Are there no good girls coming here 
with the poor ones?" "If so, what be- 
comes of them?" 

Occasionally a good, competent girl 
seeks general housework, but the iiia-' 
Jority seek other occupations. They 
go Into stores as sales girls. Into res- 
taurants and hotels as waitresses, 
some as second girls, nurse girls and 
not a few go into the Training School 
for Nurses attached to our l.ospltals. 
Here they prove apt pupils and when 
they graduate, strong, energetic, 
healthful and excellent nurses. Natu- 
rally these are mentally and educa- 
tionally superior to the most who 
come. 

Many of these girls who go Into res- 
taurants and hotels as waitresses or 
into stores would prefer to go into 
homes and do general bousewrork 
under certain conditions. 

HoMT many women who employ ser- 
vant girls ever take Into consideration 
the varied labors they have to per- 
form, the unpleasantnesses continual- 
ly occurlng. the fault findings and ol- 
ten scoldings, the few words of com- 
mendation and praise; the few privil- 
eges and the many discomforts 
and the brutal treatment that some- 
times Is nidted out to them; the lone- 
liness and want of companionship. 
They spend the most of their laboring 
hours in the kitchen which Is general- 
ly at the rear of the bouse. When 
they go to the other rooms of the 
house, except the dining room, it is to 
sweep and dust or make beds and 
there Is no pleasure nor rest there. 

When their work Is done they have 
only two places to spend their resting 
hours, either In the unattractive kit- 
chen or In the room assigned tbem at 
the top and brickslde of the bouse. It 
is generally not beautiful as seen from 
the outside and the view from the win- 
dows Is not attractive. To add to 
this, the furnishings, even In many 
good homes, are not comfortable — an 
old bedstead in which is old, poor 
bedding, a discarded bureau, sink and 
two or three chairs and a table. 
Sometimes an old, worn out carpet on 
the floor or a cast off rug beside the 
bed. Generally ihelr room is under 
the eaves. Is not heated in winter and 
the girl suffers from cold, and In sum- 
mer Is sizzling hot — in either case not 
a comfortable, cheery, resting place 
for tired, hard worked girls. 

If this girl has friends call on her 
she must have them in the kitchen or 
take tbem to her unattractive, dis- 
consolate room. 

With all these drawbacks the mis- 
tress expects the girl to bo neat, pleas- 
ant, sweet-tempered, neatly and tidily 
dressed and she must show taste and 
skill In all the household arrangements 
that fall to her lot 

With no Inducements to make her 
desolate looking room attractive, how 
can she be expected to add attractive- 
ness and artistic arrangements else- 
where In the house? 

Girls who go oui to do general house- 
work are expected to be fairly compe- 
tent to do the usual cooking for the 
family, good w’asher and Ironer, good 
sweeper and duster and in addition 
the numberless little things that need 
caring for in the home. 

Many a woman will sometimes say, 
*‘Tbe work In my home Is not hard, 
there are only three of four to care 
for." Those women seldom look at 
this from a proper standpoint. They 
fail to take a comprehensive look at 
the situation. 

Generally the girl has to be up by 
say after five o’clock. From then un- 
til after dinner she is busy at work — 
the dinner dishes are washed and put 
away — by three o'clock and then she 
has an hour or possibly tvro to sit 
down and rest or do her sewing. 
Twice a week she generally has an 
afternoon out. The rest of the time 
afae Is supposed to be in the house 
ready for atiy additional calls thot 
may be made upon her. 

Many woineu object to their girls 
having callers; and thus they are 
shut out ii'oni companionship with 
their friendH, unless they go elsewhere. 
Of course this is all wrong It shows 
their utter seltishness and w'ant of the 
common amenities of life. 

Tliere are many poor, inferior, in- 
competent girls. Quite a large per 
cent, of these lould be taught and ed- 
ucated by their mistresses and in time 
become reliable, competent Iteips In 
the home.

I remember being In an Intelligence 
office In Boston many years ago, In 
search of a girl. While there a good 
looking, neatly dressed girl came In 
and reported to the proprietor that 
the place he had sent her to was not 
such as she wanted. He requested her 
to go into a rear room and wait for a 
more desirable situation As she was 
going to the other room a woman sit- 
ting near me. rather richly dressed, 
said In an aside "There are a great 
many poor girls." The girl heard the 
remark and turning Instantly replied, 
"Yea, and there are a great many 
poor places." The proprietor leaned 
over to me and said emphatically, 
"The girl is right. There are a great 
many very poor places." 

There are a few large hearted ben- 
evolent Christian women who take 
girls Into their homes and instruct 
them In the ways and duties of home 
and house keeping and when they 
have proved competent find places for 
them. 

I know a lady who did this and the 
girls that she had Instructed In her 
home i^ere eagerly sought for by her 
friends and acquaintances. 

Women often say It Is useless to do 
much for their help because the girls 
are so ungrateful. This is often true; 
the girls are ungrateful and the more 
done for tbem. the less do they appre- 
ciate. This results from various eous- 
es. The girls are Ignorant and have 
never been educated to appreciate 
kindness They may have lived In 
places where kindness was never 
shown them and they do not under- 
stand what kindness means. Others 
naturally have a bad disposition, ugly, 
cross-grained, quarrelsome. It Is al- 
most impossible to do anything with 
these and it is better for the general 
household to let them alone. But the 
larger number of them can be taught 
and by Judicious help and kindness, 
good, reliable girls will be the result. 

The first thing for women to do Is 
to treat them like human beings. Give 
them as good a room as they can, a 
pleasant room and comfortable one 
where the girl will not sizzle In sum- 
mer nor freeze In winter— one that 
can be warmed by furnace of stove. 

Then furnish it neatly and comfort- 
ably, not expensively, making It at- 
tractive tvhere they can sit and enjoy 
themselves, working or reading and 
where they can take their friends with- 
out being ashamed of their room. 

Treat tbem kindly, considerately and 
help them to good, Interesting books 
. o read — books In which they will be 
Interested and from which they will 
learn, thus Improving their minds and 
helping tbem feel happy and content- 
ed. Give them an outing at least two 
afternoons and evenings a w’eek and 
other hours when convenient Treat 
them kindly at all times, giving them 
pleasant w'ords and show, in every 
way that you take an interest in them. 
Comment and praise when they do 
well and Instead of faultfinding; gent- 
ly suggest and show how they can do 
better and as you wish and seldom or 
never scold. Scolding rarely Induces 
a girl to better ways and work. 

Every woman who employs girls in 
her home, should feel that it is her 
privilege and her duty to help tbem In 
every way she can — that is her Chris- 
tian opportunity to do good to those 
who occupy a position with her. Every 
Christian woman should feel that here, 
in her own house she has a mission- 
ary duty to perform, fully as useful 
and as sacred as If she went out to 
foreign lands as a missionary to con- 
vert the heathen. And her success 
often would be greater — the bringing 
these girls to a knowledge of the 
Christian life. 

And another very important matter 
should be impressed on those mis- 
tresses. and that is, teach and Instruct 
ihese girls in the Ideas and principles, 
duties and obligations of w'ifehood and 
motherhood, to which nearly all are 
looking forward. 

Many young women, especially those 
from the country, who would make ex- 
cellent housekeepers, and who would 
prefer that occupation to office or store 
work, are deterred from taking posi- 
tions in the home to do general house- 
work because of the want of social 
standing. They know that generally, 
the servant, the maid, the help in the 
kitchen, really the Important asslst- 
anifl In the home Is, if not looked down 
upon, almost Ignored socially. 

For nearly seven years a girl from 
the north of Ireland was In my home 
She was a bright, wide awake girl, un- 
■loubtedly, from a good family, good. 
*ammon school education with some 
musical talent. If 1 am not mistaken 
she played the organ in the little 
church near where she lived. She. 
with two sisters and two brothers 
came to ibis country. All three girls 
preferred housekeeping to stores or 
ofl'ces. One of ihese came to us sev- 
Fiiiied States. She proved ihorough- 
eral years after ihelr arrival In the 
ly comi>etent In every respect as a 
home-keeper and remained with us 
more than six years and then left us 

0 he married. 

This girl said to us, one day "I pre- 
fer to work in a home lu being a sales 
woman In a store or lo have o posi- 
lion In un ofhie. Hut as long as I am 
:i servant doing the work in the lionie.

but a servant. But, let me go luto a 
store where I receive hardly enough 
wages to board and clothe me 1 am at 
once a different person, and I can be 
met and Introduced to people and not 
one will think it out of place. 

The house work Is considered men- 
ial — the store work a higher grade, al- 
though the sales women cannot lay by 
a dollar." 

Very few American girls are willing 
to go Into houses to do general house- 
work. They give, as a reason for this, 
that they are looked down upon. They 
say, that In their homes, they are the 
equal of those around them, but the 
moment they go Into homes to do gen- 
eral housew'ork they lose caste and 
the word "servant" applied to them 
Is degrading. 

This should not be. for the help tn 
the household, generally haa more to 
do with the comfort and happiness of 
the home than much else, more appar- 
ent to the eye. 

Perhaps my readers will say I have 
taken the servant girl’s aide ot the 
question. True: because 1 believe 
more fault lies with those they serve 
than with themselves, that it their 
girls are properly treated — properly 
cared for — properly taught In house- 
hold duties and work and helped to a 
Christian life there will result better, 
truer, more loyal service in every way. 


ATLANTIC CITY. 

It would be a glowing and prolific 
pen that could adequately portray the 
wonderful attractions of the board 
walk at Atlantic City — no doubt many 
of your readers have been there and 
know all about It. The w'alk Is over 
five miles In length — and In places 
from fifty to sixty feet wide. On one 
side w'e follow the beach wltb the 
grand ocean In view, while on the 
other are shops of every description, 
and restaurants, halls of enlertalu- 
ment. and grand hotels, magnificent In 
size and architectural beauty — of 
these the .Marlborough Blenheim Is un- 
equaled, it is said, to any other In the 
world. The streets of the city proper 
lead up from this side. On the walk 
you meet men, women and children, 
hundreds of them — and people In 
wheeled chairs — no other conveyance 
being allowed there. But it is the 
beach that absorbs the visitor’s atten- 
tion. The bathers are there in large 
numbers. The life saving men are 
stationed at different points for ob- 
servation. Their tents are circular, 
placed upon poles, their boats be- 
neath. ready to launch to save any 
one who has ventured out too far in 
the water, and are In danger. It la not 
uncommon in some c-ases to find life 
extinct on reaching the shore — one 
boy was brought to life after working 
over him for two hours. These men 
are paid by the government. There 
is one very interesting place on the 
beach that is worthy of mention. It 
is the work of the sand artists. They 
mold figures and form pictures out of 
the sand fiat upon the beach — This 
work may be called bas relief. Of 
Of course It Is done above high w*ater 
mark. The subjects are various and 
of life size. One represents a woman 
thrown up from the sea with a child 
clasped In her arms. Others are 
heads of prominent men — Roosevelt, 
Taft and so on — Another was a pic- 
ture of an automobile complete. Much 
money thrown over the balustrade by 


the lookers on from the board walk. 

At Intervals along the walk pavtl- 
llons Invite the weary pedestrian to 
rest and it Is a matter for thankful- 
ness to sit In one of the comfortable 
rockers provided and watch what Is 
going on on the beach, and listen to 
the enlivening strains of a band 
of music near by. One is amazed at 
the long piers extending out into the 
water. To describe one will suffice 
for others. The million dollar steel 
pier, however, built by Young, excells 
them all. As you enter upon it from 
the board walk a promenade extends 
the whole length of the pier, about one 
fourth of a mile. On your left ther 
first object ot Interest Is a grand ball- 
room, estimated to be the largest and 
mrat beautiful In the world. Electric 
lights cover Ihe walls and the celling 
In every Imaginable design and color- 
ing. It Is beyond ray feeble pen to 
give anyone a correct Idea of It It 
must be seen to be appreciated. Leav- 
ing the hall we pass on to the Aquar- 
ium, containing rare specimens of the 
aquatic tribe. Among these are two 
very large turtles said to be one hun- 
dred years old. Believing every thing 
that la told we pass on to a circular 
platform, some twenty feet In diam- 
eter, a pole in the centre and set in 
motion by machinery. Boys and girls 
climb upon It. It begins to go round, 
accelerating in speed until every one 
is whirling off, shouting and laughing. 
At the edge It shelves off, letlng them 
down with comparative ease; It Is 
to be hoped with no bruises out of 
sight. 

Another amusement is an inclined 
plane, after the tobogga style. At Its 
height, about forty feet, and about 
three feet wide, one sits down 
at the top, others following each 
landing on a rubber blanket. Next we 
come to a circus, and an exhibition of 
trained animals. The ponies were 
beautiful creatures — the riding and 
horsemanship skillfully performed. 
Dogs from the Artie regions showed 
wonderful Intelligence and endurance 
as a companion and help to the ex- 
plorers upon the discovery of the 
North pole. 

The next object of admiration was 
.Mr. Young's residence, artistically 
constructed, illumined throughout by 
electricity, it was a brilliant sight — 
This was followed by a lovely Greek 
temple built of marble, devoted to sac- 
red music. 

There Is an end to all things so we 
come to an end of this wonderful : 
pier, to a pavilllon where we may sit ; 
and gaze at the brown ocean before 
us or upon the moon and stars when 
shining in all their glory. The return 
bach to the board walk with the on- 
rolling surf before us to keep us com- 
pany was faclnatlng in the extreme. 
There are many objects of Interest up 
Into the city. The Mercer Memorial 
House for invalids bears the highest 
reputation. There are also medical 
institutions and fine residences. On a 
trolley ride through Ocean city we 
passed a large building for sick ^and in- 
curable children, over three hundred 
were being cared for at that time.

An tapsrt far the Navy. 

(From the Herald.) 

Tne possible sslsctlon of Congrsss- 
man John W. Weeks as sscrstary of 
the navy in Mr. Taft's cabinet de- 
serves the heartiest commendation. 
Although the statement that his name 
Is being seriously considered if nt 
present unofflclsl report, it may he 
readily credited. The choice of Sen- 
ator Knox as secrtary of state might 
well be followed by the selection of 
Congressman Weeks as the bead of 
the zHivy department, which portfolio 
should have and is likely to have a 
peculiar Importance during the next 
administration. Such an appointment 
wouM be characteristic of the Presl- 
dent-to-be and the ideals of public ser- 
vice for which he stands. Mr. Taft’s 
success has been the accomplishments 
of results. Me has been the man at 
Wasbln^n who could do things. If 
others discovered problems, he could 
solve them. Four years of Taft ad- 
ministration is expected to bring re- 
sults in constructive legislation for the 
adjustment of the relations of the gov- 
ernment and Interstate conLmerce, In 
honest and reasonable tariff revision, 
in the establishment of an adequate 
banking and currency system, and. not 
less important than any of these, in 
effective reorganization of nn antiqua- 
ted and unsatisfactory system of naval 
administration. For the purpose of 
accomplishing these results Mr. Taft 
will call to his cabinet expert counsel- 
lore. In the selection of Senator Knox 
he has indicated the standard of abil- 
ity and efficiency which he requires 
tor cabinet service. No selection for 
the duties of secretary of the navy 
could conform to that high standard 
more closely than that of Congress- 
man Weeks, 

Accomplishment of results requires 
expert direction and service. Congress- 
man Weeks qualifies aa an expert In 
naval affairs. He Is an Annapolis 
man. When he passed from the navy 
into civil life he continued hla inter- 
est in naval matters by active and 
energetic service In the naval brigade. 
He knows the problems of the service 
from the inside as well as from the 
outside. By practical, personal ex- 
perience, as well as by observation and 
study, he knows the needs of the navy 
department and appreciates the value 
of the experience of other nations. He 
possesses the required administrative 
ability and has gained recognition In 
his congressional service for his broad 
grasp on important problems of leg- 
istotfon which have arisen, most of 
which will be passed on to the coming 
administration for final determination. 

In our opinion Congressman Weeks 
would be the first real secretary of the 
navy since William C. Whitney. No 
man who has occupied the office dur- 
ing this period or who has been sug- 
gested as a possible recipient of Mr. 
Taft's favor has been as peculiarly 
fitted by experience, training and per- 
sonal Inclination as he. And this Is 
said with no purpose of criticism of 
the present secretary or any of bis 
predecessors. In the discussion of 
naval affairs The Herald has sought 
to maintain the discrimination made 
by Capt. Mahan between the depart- 
ment and the service. The Herald 
has no criticism to make of the naval 
service. The fault lies In the system, 
the department, the organization, and 
the law or lack of law which has mani- 
fested this organization In spite of 
the criticism of successive secretaries 
of the navy for more than a quarter 
of a century. Because the necessity 
of naval reform is now so generally 
recognized we look to the possible sel- 
ection of such a man as Congressman 
Weeks as a promise of resolts In the 
near future. President Roosevelt has 
given hts hearty approval to the de- 
mand for reorganization of the navy 
department. We have no reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Tah differs from the 
President in this matter. If It is the 
purpose of Mr. Taft to accomplish na- 
val reform as one of the results of 
bis administration, be will naturally 
seek the services of an expert as his 
counsellor In matters relating to the 
navy department. The Herald be- 
lieves that no better service can be 
rendered the cause of naval reorgani- 
zation and Improvement, than by un- 
qualified Indorsement of the sugges- 
tion of Congressmen Weeks as secre- 
tary of the navy In the next adminis- 
tration. 

(From Practical Politics.) 

Cong. John W. Weeks and George 
P. Lawrence are two republicans who 
are credited with the ambition to sit 
In the governor's chair and one or 
both of them will probably seek It 
when Gov. Draper retires. It may 
come about however, before that time 
that Cong. Weeks may enter the Taft 
cabinet aa secretary of the navy, a 
position for which be Is eminently 
fitted. The country at large though 
and doubtless Cong. Weeks himself, 
would prefer that whoever Is original- 
ly selected for secretary of the navy 
by President Tsft will stick to the end

Weeks does not 
go into the Taft cabinet, and it does 
not seem probable now that he will, he 
Is very likely to make the running for 
the governorship nomination. Did he 
desire to go back to congress again he 
would be np for renomlnatlon In 1910, 
the same year a successor to Qov. 
Draper will be chosen, provided of 
course that Gov. Draper has the usual 
three terms. There are several as- 


piring politicians In Brookline and 
other parts of the wilds of Norfolk 
county who are casting hongry eyes 
at the congressional seat and Coog. 
Weeks Is very apt to leave the field 
to them by mnnlog for the chief state 
office instead.

Qor* 
hsDj, retiring chairman of the school 
couinittee, at Mr. Morton's reception 
this week, is not only a deserved trib- 
ute to his splendid work as a member 
of that committee for the past nine 
years, hut is one In which a very 
large portion of the entire community 
would have been glad to Join bad it 
been possible. Mr. Gorham has hfan 
unremitting in his devotion to the heat 
Interests of the schools and given 
freely of hiis time and knowledge In 
their behalf. His service has been 
marked by a minimum of friction, a 
maximum of efficiency, and a confi- 
dence in his Judgment afld ability, 
which has been notable. It is to his 
Initiative that we owe the splendid 
gift of Clallln Field, for It was bis 
desire to provide a suitable athletic 
teld for the High School, which led 
to the larger results. At the present 
time when loose criticisms are about 
regarding the action of the school 
committee and the board of aldermen, 
it is well to be reminded of the fact, 
that our city government Is largely 
composed of men of the high class to 
which Mr. Gorham belongs, and in 
whose knowledge and discretion, the 
grebt^r part of the community have 
the utmost confidence. 

While Newton and Its citizens re- 
gret that Mr. Gorham is to retire from 
its public service, there is a deep feel- 
ing of sincere appreciation for his dis- 
interested work, and pride in the 
■tandard of our municipal service 
which he has so worthily maintained.

Aider- 
man Miller went to the post office, 
and acting under the provisions of 
sections 578 and 579 of the Postal 
Regulations, withdrew* the mail, and 
after j^aking such changes as he 
chose, remailed it, paying the postage 
anew*. Mr. Mansfield finds that the 
proceeding is entirely legal and prop- 
er and that Mr. Lyons’ protest Is un- 
founded.

•CHOOL GOARD 

. A hearing wma glTeii at the meeting 
of the aelool eonmittee laat night to 
pafeflU and mhera Intereated In the 
matter of appropriatlona for the 
echoola (Or the enanlng year. 

Rev. Henry B. Oxnard, pastor of the 
North dioreh at Nonantum, spoke In 
behalf of (he evening schools, describ- 
ing (he advantages which would result 
frmn Ihots schools In his district. 

"Jklany of us do not know how the 
other half lives,** said he. “In Non- 
nntum there are ninny ambitious 
young men. Foreign-horn residents 
are anxious to secure an education 
and to have their children educated. 
We need evening schools badly.” He 
ui^ed that evening sessions be Inaug- 
urated In the new Stearns sebotd- 
house, declaring that Nonantum even- 
ing school pupils should not be made 
to travel to the Horace Man school 
at Newtonvllle. 

*'WilI this mean such great ex- 
pense?’* he asked. “K it will, isn't 
the cause worth 4t? The time is now 
ripe to Institute a campaign of educa- 
tion In Nonantum. Admiration for 
the Steams school does not amount 
to much unless the residents have a 
chance to use It more.” 

Chairman Gorham pointed out that 
none has done more to advance the 
evening schools than Supt. Spalding 
and Miss Cora E. Cobb, chairman of 
the commRtee on evening classes. 
“With us it Is a question of dollars 
and cents," said he. 

"Assuming the aldermen cannot In- 
crease appropriations and that the 
school committee cannot continue 
evening schools after Jan. 1, would U 
to your mind be a seriously objection- 
able proceeding to continue the even- 
ing sessions until March or April 
through private subscription?*' asked 
Mr. Gorham. “1 am not etrlklng you 
for a subscription, but cold water has 
been thrown upon my expressed will- 
ingness to contribute,” he added. 

“It wouM be beneath the dignity of 
the city not to supply what la vital to 
It," replied Rev. Mr. Oxnard. This 
assertion waa received with vigorous 
applause by the spectators present. 

“But suppose it cannot?” queried 
Mr. Gorham. 

"I don’t admit the word can't." 

“But you recognize the school board 
must have regard for money It 
spends,” said Mr. Gorham. He again 
put the question. 

“Continuing the evening achoola by 
I subscriptions or' contributions would 
not be detrimental to the Nonantum 
district unleaa It led -the city to shift 
the burden onto private shoulders,*’ re- 
plied Rev. Mr. Oxnard. 

“Do you feel the same about vaca- 
tion schools?” the chairman enquired. 
Rev. Mr. Oxnard said be did. 

“Do you believe it w*ould be better 
to support them by private aubscrlp- 
tlona in preference to dlacontlnulng 
them?” 

“Why. yes, if you put It that way.” 

“If it is neces^ry to economize, 
why not shorten the term In the high 
school which one of your own children 
attends and use the money In provid- 
ing evening schools for the poor?" 
asked Henry A. Norton, the chairman 
of the committee which called the re- 
cent indignation meeting. 

Mrs. Harriet A. Eager, a well- 
knovm clubwoman, asserted that there 
should be no charity In the Newton 
schools, and declared that she be- 
lieved many had rather not have the 
evening schools supported by private 
subscriptions. 

Mr. Norton asked If any memtvs 
of the school hoard bad children who 
would be affeoted by the changes 
which are contemplated. He expressed 
a belief chat the protest against short- 
ening the evening school term and 
abandoning vacation schools showed 
that residents were taking a lively 
interest in the schools. He declared 
(hat there is now friction In the school 
work and that individual work should 
be made supreme In all grades. “The 
schools are doing good work and we 
should take no steps backward," he 
asserted. “If economy is needed It 
should be practiced in other depart- 
ments.'* 

Reuben Forknall also pointed out 
(he need of better school facilities In 
Nonantum. .Mrs. George F. Lowell, 
who served as chairman of the recent 
indignation meeting, asked if the 
school board did ndl have a right to 
spend what money it believed abso- 
lutely necessary. 

“We have never received anything 
to that effect from the city solicitor.” 
replied Mr. Gorham, who added that 
the committee believed It unwise to 
spend more money than the aldermen 
granted. 

A number of other speakers said 
that the arhool * board had taken a 
■•peculiar attitude” on the question of 
securing additional money for the de- 
partment, particularly in view of the 
movement to ask the aldermen for 
$.*>.000 more.

The mayor said fn pnrt tbnt tbore 
Is nothing In the country more erode 
than the tax regulation!. 

“The trouble lies with the taw,” he 
continued. “Under the present ar* 
rangement great Injustice ie undtrabt* 
ediy done in frequent cases. There 
is a general disinclination of making 
sworn declarations of personal prop- 
erty, but until such a custom is es- 
tablished throughout each community 
the matter of assessing taxes will to a 
great extent be one of guess work.** 

He said he believed the occupancy 
of the position of chief executive of a 
city resulted similar to Josh Billings' 
famous tight hoots — both marie one 
forget other troubles. 

“The legislatures of the past few 
years have been easy spenders,” he 
continued. “There should be a more 
careful scrutiny of expenditures which 
will greatly effect the tax rates of 
cities and towns.” He said that a re- 
duction in Newton's Income from cor- 
poration tax the coming year will 
mean $1 more on the tax rate, al- 
though he pointed out that It will hb 
impossible to tell Just what next 3 rear’i 
rate will be until alt figures are In 
next summer. He characterised the 
new law relating to the division of 
corporation taxes as an unfair piece 
of leglalatlon. 

Reviewing the work of the aider- 
men during the year drawing to a 
close he asserted that the board had 
not been responsible to the extent of 
one cent for the increase In the tax 
rate, “The increase In the budget for 
1909 over 1908 Is In the forestry and 
school departments,” he explained. 
“There la appropriated $9,900 for the 
technical school, $600 ^dltlonat for 
fuel and $8,000 additional for the 
school board to expend as It jileases, 
yet the only criticism which has been 
made was that |5,Q00 more was not 
given the school department.” 

In reviewing the street situation he 
declared that while good macadam 
roada fonneHy lasted 10 years the 
best constructed thoroughfares In this 
city now last on an average of only 
four years, owing to the large amount 
of automobile traffic. He said that : 
there were unusual conditions to 
meet in thla city, probably no other 
municipality of like populations hav- 
ing 200 miles of streets, 11 distinct 
villages of considerable size, 10 fire 
stations, seven libraries or branches, 
four police stations and 23 school 
houses. 

Alderman-elect Thomas J. Lyons 
caused a sensation when he asked 
Mayor Hutchinson If he did not be- 
lieve it wise to recommend that a 
committee investigate the different 
departments and learn whether money 
had been expended extravagantly or 
economically. 

Mayor Hutchinson replied that he 
could personally vouch for the hon- 
esty of every head of department, 
and asserted that he waa greatly eur- 
priaed at such a question from a form- 
er alderman and one who bad been 
elected to the Incoming board. P. A. 
McVlcar urged that a committee be 
appointed. 

“U will be a benefit to the citizens 
to know whether their money has 
been expended juriiclously,” opntinued 
Mr. Lyons. “If the mayor does not 
see fit to look into the matter I shall 
be obliged to live up to my oath of 
office in which I shall pledge myself 
to act In the beat Interest of the city 
by endeavoring to attend to the mat* 
•er personally.” I 

President George M, Flske waa au- j 
thorized lo appoint a committee of I 
three to revise the constitution and 
by-laws of the society, the present 
ones which were adopted 25 years ago 
having become out of date In many 
respects. Reviewing the work of the 
society President Flske declared that 
by securing a subway under tine rail- 
road tracks near the Auburndale sta- 
tion a large number of Avburndale 
commuters were saved walks of 30 
miles each a year or 600 miles apiece 
since the underground passage was 
built, provided they had used thla 
short cut each business day. He re- 
ported that the society had raised 
$3,300 for the proposed parkway at 
Auburndale and that only $55 more 
was required. Eight members were 
admitted.

degree, mixed with personal ambition. 
If I am not mistaken Mr. Gorham's 
comes under the first head. That It 
1 b efficient no one can deny, there- 
fore, be Is entitled to the gratitude of 
all of us who dwell In Newton, and 
who really, wish to have its best In- 
terests advanced.

Mr. Parker, In part, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

An efficient public servant Is tbe 
I product of certain affirmative qualities 
I in combination. Tbe first of these 
I qualities easily Is responsibility, — a 
consciousness that the community has 
singled him out — the Individual — and 
entrusted' to him if. service for the 
common benefit. But, 'duly Impressed 
with the importance of his task or of- 
fice, feeling a distinct accountability 
to his constituency, be believes that 
he has been chosen because the pub- 
lic trust him, and hence the next 
quality he should possess Is resolution, 
— a quality not incompatible vlth a 
willingness to receive suggestioni and 
a reasonableness to confer with others. 
But when the facta are all l^ifore him, 
without seeking the prop of a public 
I referendum and uninfluenced, by u 
' manufactured public clamor, inde- 
pendently he acts. But reaponsibllUy 
and resolution fall to create efficiency 
; unless the official possesses in gener- 
, ous measure the quality of common 
sense. Whether that quality be tbe 
product of heredity or inatlnct or ed- 
ucation or all combined, you know that 
without It no combination of character 
isticB, however brilliant, makes an 
efficient man; that with It the plain 
unlettered man settles, for himself 
and hla fellows, questions little and 
big and settles them "right." 

Responsibility, resolution, common 
sense combined produce a substantial 
measure of efficiency: but that effic 
iency is not conspicuously g|eat till 
to these qualities Is added Imagination. 

I do not have in mind a dreamer nor a 
visionary. For Imagination is noth- 
ing more than mental vision, that qual- 
ity which sees ahead, sees clearly and 
in the seeing oUmlnales from view 
non-essentials of tbe way and sees 
the goal worth striving for. 

What Mathew Arnold said twenty 
years ago is more true today, "Our 
Whole civilization is mechanical and 
tends constantly to become more so. 
Faith lu machinery is our besetting 
danger. For, what is government, but 
machinery? What are railroads, but 
machinery? What is wealth, but ma- 
chinery? What are, even, religious 
organizations, but machinery?*' 

To the average man the organiza- 
tion. the machinery if you please, by 
which things are done hides tbe view 
of the things themselves. Only by 
the man of imagination are things 
seen as they are and standards of 
perfection set that are real. In the 
school policies of this city the school 
properl les have their place, the finan- 
cial administration has Its place, the 
text hooka have their place, the sup- 
eiliiiendent and teachers and the ma- 
chinery of the school system have 
their place: but the final, the supreme 
thing, is the good of the children, the 
making of future citizens out of our 
boys and girls. That chairman of the 
School Board has realized the large- 
I ness of hls opportunity whose Imag- 
ination has had conaiantly in view 
this supreme end. 

In emphasizing these qualities of 
respouslblllty. repolntlou, common 
sense and imaglnailon, have 1 spoken 
impersonally, Mr. Chairman? Had 
you asked me to define the qualities 
of an efficient executive, apart from 
any personality, I could not have theo- 
retically cataloged, to my satisfaction, 
these qualities. Rut I have named 
and described them because I have 
known the living Impersonation of 
ihem in the retiring chairman of our 
school committee, Robert S. Gorham. 

You have permitted me, os a rep- 
resentative of the school board, to add 
tliifi appreciation. I have preferred to 
name the qunlUles of the man which 
have measured his service as a public 
official, ihe city’s head of our public 
school system. 

Of the more intimate relations of 
.Mr. Gorham to the school board as its 
presiding officer. I need not speak 
:u length. That they have been de- 
lightful. every momber will attest. 
There the intensity of public manner 
breaks into whole-hearted humor II- 
nmlnailng many a I'omplcx HliURtlon; 
“the keen lawyer’s mastery of hls and- 
Hors moulds the thoughts of hie col- 
leoKtiee Into concrete form till they 
and he fhnre a lomiiion purpose." 
while that fine imngluatlou touches 
cvervday things with a very human 
Interest To everv member associa- 
tion with him has been a privilege.

Thomaa O. Btaekatone, aged 48, of 
2B? Anbnrndale avenue, waa arraigned 
on five counts, to two of whldk be 
pleaded guilty. It waa alleged ^at on 
December 9 he had oleomargarine im- 
properly marked, and that on the 
aame day he sold thla product without 
a proper license. He pleaded guilty to 
these charges. It was also alleg^ 
that on November 28 he soM George i 
C. Willard olemargeiine as butter; 
that on November 28 he failed to at- 
tach a proper label to the aubatance, 
and that on November 21 he bad In 
hla poaeeialon an Imitation of but- 
ter. To the three last named charges 
he entered pleaa of not guilty. 

Willard, a state employe, testified 
that be bought a pound of olemargor- 
ine In Blackstona'a place, with no 
marks on tbo package to show what 
the anbatanee waa, and thnt be had 
asked Blackstone for butter. Blaek- 
atone contended that he had throngb 
mistake given Willard olamargerfna 
instead of hotter. His counsel ae- 
aerted that the violation waa a tech- 
nical one. 

"He waa not asked for olemargerlne, 
but waa aslrad for butter," replied the 
court. “I am not ao anre that the 
inspector received what he expected 
to, but as a matter of fact he did not 
receive butter wblcb he asked for. 
The law la neither drastic nor tech- 
nical. It la contended that by aelllng 
the aubatance the defendant has not 
Injured anyone. 1 do not know that 
he has not Injured anyone. 1 ahouM 
not like to eat much of the substance. 
One cannot tell how many children or 
aged persons have been made ill. The 
returns are not all In." 

Judge Kennedy declared that had 
Blackstone not told the truth about 
the transaction he would be likely to 
impose maximum fines amounting to 
$430. 

“I shall cut out selling ft altogether 
hereafter," asserted Blackstone. 

“They all reform after they are 
brought Into court," was the comment 
of Judge Kennedy. 

Blackstone was found guilty on all 
five charges. For selling olemarger- 
ine as butter to Willard he has fined 
8100, and the other cases were placed 
on file. 

George Frechette, aged 86, of 3g8 
Watertown street, was charged with 
making two sales of “process butter" 
to Inspector Willard, on Ciecember 8 
and December 10. Counsel declared 
that Frechette merely forgot to prop- 
erly label the packages. The first 
case was placed on file, and on the 
second a fine of |25 was Imposed. 

Charles E. Stlckney, aged 32, of 145 
Dale street. Waltham, was arraigned 
on two counts, pleading guilty of 
both. It was charged that on Decem- 
ber 11 be sold eight ounces of oleo- 
margerlne without a proper label and 
that on the same date he sold to Har- 
riet Nutter “oleo" as butter. Both 
cases were continued until January 2, i 
the court stating that then a floe of' 
8100 would be imposed In one casoi 
and that a decision would then be 
made in the other case.

that one vaccination would confer 
life-long Immunity that Brilftsh 
House of Omnmoni voted him £19,090 
and the itoole of the compulsory taws 
have been passed in that belief, ^e 
plea for re^vacclnatlon is only an ad- 
mission of previous error, bnc if vac- 
cination cannot protect against Itself 
how can It safeguard against small- 
pox. 1 should consider that the vac- 
cination waa “proper” when the doc- 
tor who performed the operation oer-' 
tifled it as Buch and drew bis fee 
for effliient work. If we are to be-' 
lleve that vaccinated persons who ' 
subsequently developed smallpox hi^ 
not been “properly” vaccinated many 
bllllona of fees ought to be returned 
by the <^ratora or they shoeld be 
put on trial for obtaining money by' 
false pretences. 

Dr. Curtis takes care to avoid point-

the facts as stated it still remains that 
Leicester has accomplished minus vac- 
cination that which It Is claimed vac- 
cination alone has done for Germany. 

I trust Dr. Curtis will continue to 
write more admissions such as that 
that more vaccinated than unvaccin- 
aied contract smallpox. The law of 
averages does not patch up the lack, 
of protection flaw. Next be gave 
statistics of a number of cases but 
does not narrate to what part of tbe 
earth be alluded or which were the 
five years covered. If one section 
really died at tbe rate of $3.5 per 
cent. I am not surprised that Dr. Cur- 
tis suppressed the material particulars 
I have mentioned, because the case fa- 
tality was a disgrace to the whole of 
the officials in view of tbe fact that 
in pre-vacclnntlon days the death rate 
amongst smallpox patients only aver- 
aged 18 per cent. The 674 American 
soldiers who contracted smallpox In 
tbe Philippines during' the four years 
1898-1907 produced 249 deaths in spite 
of being re-vaccinated aa regularly as 
they were drilled. Those are the 
official figures from tbe War Dept, at 
Washington and they give a case mor- 
tality of nearly 37 per cent, whilst the 
Leicester epidemic of 1903-4 (the most 
severe suffered by the town for over 
30 years) only resulted in 713 cases 
and 25 deaths, a case fatality of 3.3 
per cent. 

If Dr. Curtis’ own experience ot 
smallpox Is so very slight what must 
be that of tbe ordinary praetitioner 
and yet they are all equally dogmatic 
In asserting that they know how to 
stamp out a specific disease of which 
tbe great majority have never seen a 
simple case, and which they would 
not be able to recognize if one oc- 
cured in their practices. 

The cases of tbe two local medical 
men are a triumph for the anti-vac- 
cination cause in view of their con- 
tinued adherence after passing
